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Life of Henry Fawcett. By Leslie Stephen. 

With two Portraits. (Smith, Elder & Co.) 
Mr. Frovpe’s example, good or bad, has 
increased the difficulties of later biographers 
who attempt to tell enough, and not too much, 
concerning the lives cf notable men whose 
friends and immediate connexions still sur- 
vive them. The public expects a great deal 
more detail, in the way both of gossip and 
of criticism, than it looked for before Mr. 
Froude showed what he could do with Car- 
lyle’s remains; and at the same time those 
who tolerate, or even chuckle over, Mr. 
Froude’s disclosures about Carlyle may 
resent imitation of the same sort of intellec- 
tual or moral vivisection. This, and the 
good sense that guides public opinion, 
should serve as an excuse for whatever short- 
comings there may be in Mr. Leslie Stephen’s 
“life” of his friend. 

It is a very incomplete “life,” in the 
sense of a biography or memoir. It traces 
with acceptable detail Fawcett’s career as a 
child, a schoolboy, and a college student, 
and it shows us very clearly what sort of 
a youth he was up to the unhappy hour 
when he was deprived of his eyesight. 
The first two chapters, indeed, would be a 
most welcome contribution to a new and 
scholarly miscellany about ‘‘the boyhood 
of great men,” but, except for an interest- 
ing account of Fawcett’s life at Cambridge, 
and a graphic sketch of his various occu- 
pations, near the end of his short career, 
as an energetic administrator at the Post 
Office, it is rather a series of essays than 
of personal memoirs that Mr. Stephen has 
compiled. It is highly interesting to know 
from so intimate and well-informed a col- 
lege friend what was the substance of his 
teaching as a political economist, and to 
be reminded of the good work he did on 
behalf of the preservation of commons, 
and of his yet greater services as an English 
advocate in favour of justice to the natives of 
India; but the three long chapters devoted 
to these subjects, and the two in which some 
other phases of his political work are dealt 
with, would have been more acceptable, and 
at the same time more instructive, if Mr. 
Stephen had felt himself able, or free, to 
Weave them into a truthful narrative of his 
friend’s private and personal history. It is 
& panegyric, with here and there a few 








notes of apology, rather than a bio; hy, 
which St ott loons ducohnatin at te 
volume, and we venture to think that, had 
Mr. Stephen chosen to make discreet use 
of the information that he might probably 
have had for the asking from some scores 
of Faweett’s many friends who are not so 
much as mentioned in the book, he could 
have greatly enhanced its value, without of 
necessity much increasing its bulk, as a 
biography of the worthiest kind. Fawcett 
was not exactly the man to be made a hero 
of by a Boswell, nor was his story capable 
of treatment in the style of Johnson’s ‘ Lives 
of the Poets’; but an author as familiar as 
is Mr. Stephen with Boswell and Johnson 
might have profited more than he has done 
by judicious following to some extent of 
their diverse examples. 

Henry Faweett’s life— crippled, as it 
seemed to those who did not a his in- 
domitable energy, at the age of twenty-five, 
and prematurely closed at the age of fifty-one 
—afforded some material fit to be handled, 
under limitations, both in Boswell’s way and 
in Johnson’s. His father, who still lives, 
was a shrewd shopkeeper, of North-country 
parentage, in Salisbury more than sixty 
years ago, and held office as mayor of the 
city in the year of the Reform Bill. Always 
a thoroughgoing Liberal, he had Cobden 
and Bright for his guests at the time of the 
Anti-Corn Law agitation, when his cleverest 
son was ten years old, and under his guid- 
ance, more than that of his early school- 
mistresses and schoolmasters, the son’s 
cleverness seems to have been developed. 
Young Harry Fawcett was fonder of play 
than of work until he went to Queenwood 
School, where Prof. Tyndall was one of his 
teachers, but the healthy outdoor exercise 
there combined with book-lore suited him, 
and led to his becoming a hard student as 
well as a great athlete. Mr. Stephen gives 
some amusing illustrations of his precocious 
authorship and oratory when he was only 
fourteen. It was his success in these 
respects rather than his progress in his 
school lessons, apparently, that induced 
his father to put him in the way of a 
better education than was generally given 
to boys of his station in life; and after 
leaving Queenwood he was sent first to 
King’s College School, London, and after 
that to Cambridge, where he was entered at 
Peterhouse, by his own choice, ‘on the 
ground that its fellowships were supposed 
to be of more than the average value and 
were tenable by laymen.” Fawcett’s under- 
graduate career, when he exchanged in 1853 
from Peterhouse to Trinity, was more re- 
markable for solid work than for bril- 
liancy; but he was seventh wrangler and 
obtained a fellowship in 1856, and long 
before that he had given clear evidence of 
the mental qualities that secured his progress 
in after life. 

**One of Fawcett’s qualifications for making 
friendships was his utter incapacity for being 
awed by differences of position. He was as 
sensitive as any one to the claims of intellectual 
excellence, but his freedom from affectation or 
false pretensions saved him from any awkward 
shyness. He was equally at his ease with an 
agricultural labourer, or a prime minister, or 
(what to me seemed more surprising) a senior 
Wrangler. To this day I do not realize—though 
on purely intellectual grounds I accept—the fact 
that even a senior Wrangler is made of flesh and 





blood. I cannot forget the surprise with which 
I once found Fawcett chatting on terms of per- 
fect equality with the great Tait and Steele, 
then in all the glory of recent pre-eminence in the 
Tripos. Fawcett always took other people for 
what they were, and expected to be taken in the 
same way himself. He was capable, I think— 
and he was, I may say, the only man I have 
ever known capable—of joining cordially in a 
laugh at a false quantity made by himself ; not 
that he often ventured into the regions environed 
by such perils. He was no more ashamed of his 
deficiencies as a scholar than of the shape of his 


nose. 


When he was only a schoolboy Fawcett 
had resolved that he would devote himself to 
political life; and it was as another step to 
that end that, before leaving Cambridge, 
he entered himself at Lincoln’s Inn. He 
had barely settled down to legal studies in 
London, however, before his eyesight began 
to fail. More than a year was passed in 
comparative idleness, while the oculists tried 
to cure him, and after this irksome time 
the great blow which would have crushed 
the ambition of any common man befell him. 


‘On September 17, 1858, Fawcett went 
out shooting with his father upon 
Hill. Harnham Hill commands a view of the 
rich valley where the Avon glides between the 
great bluffs of the chalk downs and beneath 
the unrivalled spire of Salisbury. It is one of 
the loveliest views, as Fawcett used to say, in 
the south of England. He now saw it for the last 
time. The party was crossing a turnip field and 
put up some partridges, which flew across a fence 
into land where Mr. Fawcett had not the right 
of shooting. In order to prevent this from hap- 
pening again, Fawcett advanced some thirty 
yards in front of his party. Shortly after- 
wards another covey rose and flew towards him. 
His father was suffering from incipient cataract 
of one eye. He therefore could not see his son 
distinctly, and had for the moment forgotten 
their relative change of position. He thus fired 
at a bird when it was nearly in a line with his 
zon. The bird was hit by the greatest part of 
the charge, for it was ‘completely shattered.’ 
A few pellets, however, diverged and struck 
Henry Fawcett. Most of these entered his 
chest, but, passing through a thick coat, only 
inflicted a trivial wound. Two of them went 
higher. He was wearing tinted spectacles to 
protect his eyes ay ber o- ye! > sun. One 
shot ed through each glass of the —— 
peo in each a > ates round hole. eir force 
was partly spent, and was further diminished 
by the resistance of the spectacles. They might 
otherwise have reached the brain and inflicted 
a fatal injury. As it was, they passed right 
through the eyes, remaining permanently em- 
bedded behind them. Fawcett was instantane- 
ously blinded for life.” 


How bravely Fawcett adapted himself to 
the terrible misfortune that thus came upon 
him at the threshold of his life as a man, 
how “he determined not that he would 
in some way evade, but that he would 
conquer his fate,” is well known, and Mr. 
Stephen says less in illustration of this 
heroic stage in his career than might be 
wished for. Many details which must have 
been within his reach, but which are 
ignored by him, would have been interesting. 
The bare facts, however, 8 for them- 
selves. Fawcett abandoned his intention 
of being called to the bar, as active work in 
the profession of the law would have been 
now almost impossible to him; but he per- 
severed in the main purpose he had set 
before himself. ‘‘ Blind, poor, unknown, 
he would force his way into the House

of Commons.” He was poor, but not destitute, 
as his fellowship was worth about 250/. a 
year, and his income was added to from other 
sources. His blindness, moreover, enabled 
him to be much more quickly and widely 
‘‘ known” than he might have been if there 
had been no special occasion for the honour- 
able sympathy that was shown to him. 
Taking up his residence at Trinity Hall, 
old college friends flocked round him, and 
new friendships were formed with men with 
whom, but for his affliction, which he bravely 
refused to regard as an affliction, he might 
not so easily have been associated, the most 
eminent and serviceable of all these new 
friends being John Stuart Mill. He had 
taken a precocious iuterest in economical 

uestions as a little boy; but, despising 
p veerer studies and caring little for lite- 
rature, he had made mathematics his hobby 
during his student days, and he appears to 
have given no special attention to political 
economy until he was led thereto by his 
admiration for Mill. A latent enthusiasm 
was thus quickened in him, and his ‘ Manual,’ 
which was something more than a popular 
rendering of Mill’steaching, wasof immediate 
advantage in helping to procure for him the 
professorship which he obtained in 1863, 
and thus both strengthened his position in 
the university and prepared the way for his 
advancement in political life. 

The plan upon which Mr. Stephen has 
written his book prevents him from giving 
@ consecutive account of Fawcett’s career, 
but is acceptable in so far as it exhibits his 
character and work in their various phases. 
In one long chapter, for instance, we have 
® complete view of Fawcett’s occupations, 
first as a constant, and afterwards as occa. 
sional resident in Cambridge, during the 
second half of his life. Mr. Stephen rather 
elucidates than commends his friend’s aca- 
demical career. He resents the charge of 
“believers in ‘culture,’” that Fawcett was 
@ Philistine, by saying that “Philistine is a 
name best definable as that which a prig 
bestows on the rest of the species,” and that 
“between Fawcett and a prig there was a 
natural antipathy”; but he substantially 
admits the indictment :— 


“Radical as he was called, and as in many 
ways he rightly claimed to be, no staunch old 
Conservative or High-Churchman, from the days 
of Bishop Bateman downwards, was ever a more 
loyal member of the old foundation. His action 
may have tended materially to alter and, as 
Conservatives may hold, to lower its position. 
But Fawcett’s intention was to develop and 
strengthen both the college and the University, 
and only to widen their influence upon every 
class of his countrymen. In Cambridge, his 
reluctance to make rash changes in the system 
which he valued so highly caused him to be 
reckoned as so Conservative that, as I have been 
told, it was even contemplated to nominate him 
as a Conservative candidate for the council. At 
any rate, no man could be a stauncher admirer 
of the high qualities, the fair play, and the 
manly industry which he specially loved in his 
favourite place. And Cambridge men soon 
came to return his affection, and consider him 
not only as one of the familiar figures of the 

, but as one who had an almost unique hold 
upon their regard and esteem,” 

A chapter in which Mr. Stephen sums up 
the main aspects of Fawcett’s position as 
a political economist, first as an ardent 
disciple of Mill and subsequently as an 
independent expounder of the principles 


of Mill’s teaching in their bearings on 
questions of practical politics which have 
risen in importance during the past twelve 
years, is followed by a careful review of 
Fawcett’s career as an active politician. Few 
facts are given which have not been already 
recorded, and now and then rather too much 
space is allowed to reports of public meet- 
ings and parliamentary proceedings ; but the 
narrative, or series of narratives, is an in- 
structive statement of Fawcett’s views upon 
all the public movements with which he con- 
cerned himself, and makes plain the zeal 
and independence with which he pushed 
forward every reform that he considered 
important and denounced every abuse that 
appeared to him serious. It is a pity that 
Mr. Stephen has not been able to print 
more than a few such letters as the follow- 
ing, which was written to Prof. Cairnes just 
after Fawcett’s second election as member 
for Brighton, in December, 1868 :— 

** You and I feel alike about the rejection of 
Mill. Those who have watched him in the 
House of Commons can perhaps fully realize the 
injury which his rejection has inflicted on English 
politics. He diffused a certain moral atmosphere 
over an assembly whose average tone is certainly 
not high. A letter which I received from Mill 
yesterday confirms me in the belief I have long 
entertained that Parliament involved to him a 
most severe personalsacrifice. He speaks almost 
with enthusiastic joy of being restored to free- 
dom, and he is evidently supremely happy in 
the prospect of being able to work uninter- 
ruptedly. Still I am sure his sense of public 
duty is so high that he would at once accept a 
seat if one were offered to him. The working- 
men know what a friend he is of theirs, and I 
believe they are determined to return him the 
first time a good opportunity offers. The Liberal 
majority at the general election is of course 
eminently satisfactory, but there is much in the 
constitution of the present House which is very 
disappointing. Intellectually it is inferior to the 
last, and wealthy, uneducated manufacturers 
and merchants are more predominant than ever. 
Mill always predicted that this would be the 
case, thinking that the new voters would require 
two or three years to understand the power which 
has been given to them. I had a hard fight at 
Brighton. Not only was there disunion in my 
own party, got up by a section who thought I 
did not spend enough money in the town, but 
the Tory who opposed me was very rich, and all 
that wealth could do against me was done. My 
success was peculiarly satisfactory, because it was 
obtained without a paid agent ora paid canvasser ; 
and we never held even a meeting at a public- 
house. I quite agree with you that the present 
Government will have to be most narrowly 
watched with regard to what they do upon 
education and the land question in Ireland. 
Lowe, upon the subject, is as much in the dark 
as any Tory.” 

About Fawecett’s work in Parliament 
during Lord Beaconfield’s administration, 
between 1874 and 1880, except as regards 
his advocacy of commons preservation and his 
insistence on the grievances of the people of 
India, Mr. Stephen does not tell his readers 
much ; but the account of his labours in these 
two respects serves to bring inte prominence 
his “chivalrous hatred of oppression”; and 
the chapter about his work as Postmaster- 
General shows him in another and hardly 
less interesting light. Here, as in all other 


phases of his life, Mr. Stephen rightly in- 
sists on ‘‘the thorough kindliness and 
generosity” which in Fawcett’s tempera- 
ment were combined with remarkable 





“IT have spoken more than once of Fy 
chivalrous feeling. It is the epithet which 
recurs to me most frequently in dwelling Upon 
his career. It is the more striking, because 
phrase often calls up certain associations of ex. 
ternal graces which seem scarcely in 
with the robustness and the sturdiness and 
in some sense, the apparent roughness of Fay. 
cett’s manner. The last phrase, indeed, way 
applicable only in his youth, and was even then 
compatible with substantial gentleness, 
essentially, I have never known a man of 
chivalrous nature. For chivalry of feeling, ag | 
understand the word, means a refinement of 
the sense of justice—an instinctive ca ity for 
sympathizing with every one who is the Victim 
of oppression in any of its forms ; and this was 
really the chief constituent of the character 
which we all came to recognise. A spontaneous 
and intense hatred of everything unfair showed 
itself in all his most active impulses ; whether 
it took the form of sympathy for the ignorant 
and depressed agricultural labourer, for the 
children deprived of the means of cultivati 
their intellectual faculties, for women cal 
by men from the provinces of labour in which 
they could achieve independence, for the towns. 
people shut out from the only places in which 
they could enjoy healthy recreation, or for the 
millions of India governed by an alien race too 
apt to neglect the real interests of the subject or 
to allow their policy to turn upon totally different 
considerations. Fawcett was invariably upon 
the generous side. It seems to me that the 
interest of his character is mainly due to this 
rare combination. He was a man of superlative 
common sense, who could see that common 
sense dictated the noblest line of conduct, and 
whose sound judgment of facts always led him 
to judge justly, because he judged reasonably, 
and to find the best field for his intellodsd 
vigour by employing it in obedience to the dic. 
tates of a large and generous heart. What was 
harshest in him became softened ; and before 
we had lost him we had found out how imper- 
fectly we had at first estimated the gentleness, 
which had been overlaid, though never sup- 
pressed, by the strength of his character.” 

Mr. Stephen’s interesting volume leaves 
room for yet another, which should be equal 
to it in value, showing how, in the more 
private relations of his life, Fawcett main- 

tained the same high qualities which 
adorned his public career. 








Life in the English Church, 1660-1714. By 
J. H. Overton, M.A. (Longmans & Oo.) 


In the few introductory words prefixed to 
this valuable book Mr. Overton expresses 
his hope that he has not failed to give due 
prominence to the blemishes in the story of 
the Anglican Church. He will forgive us 
if we remind him of the answer of the jaded 
statesman to the apologetic clergyman who 
hoped that he had not been dull: “And 
yet—you were.” We shall, indeed, have 
to notice not merely an occasional failure 
in the very point with regard to which 
he is chiefly solicitous, but also now and 
again an instance of special pleading 
which would be ingenious if it were not 80 
obviously unintentional. It should be clearly 
understood that Mr. Overton deals sol 
with the attractive side of English Oh 
life. He does not feel called upon to include 
in his catalogue raisonné of the prominent 
clergy and Church laity a single name 
which illustrates the vices, the arrogance, 
vulgar cruelty, or the sordid spite that not 
unfrequently showed themselves. Heis, 
course, addressing a sympathetic audience, 





shrewdness and unswerving independence : 


and, however keen may be his longings for 
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impartiality, does not feel bound to occupy 
himself with the black sheep. Nevertheless 
we give a cordial welcome to this result of 
many years of patient and intelligent labour. 
No doubt the worst, and more than the 
worst, has been said about the clergy of the 
Restoration period often enough; and it is 

Jeasant to have their apology presented with 
ne and authority. Occasionally, indeed, 
Mr. Overton’s zeal and perhaps some slight 
deficiency of general historical information 
lead him into inconsistencies, as when at 
the end of his book he states that the Inde- 
pendents excepted the Church from tolera- 
tion, and at the beginning of his book 
admits that Church principles were main- 
tained in Cromwell’s own family ; that many 
of the country clergy still held their livings ; 
that Usher preached within a stone’s throw 
of Whitehall; and that Churchmen could 
carry on the repairs of Salisbury Cathedral 
without molestation. We fear, too, that a 
Nonconformist minister, or even a passion- 
less historian, would have to apply one or 
two more epithets to Sheldon than have 
appeared necessary to Mr. Overton; while 
among those who happen to have studied 
Seth Ward’s letters to the archbishop, con- 
tained in the Sheldon MSS. in the Bodleian, 
a smile will be raised at the doubts Mr. Over- 
ton more than once suggests as to the truth 
of the charge against that masterful prelate 
of harshness towards Dissenters. 

The short sketch of the Cambridge Pla- 
tonists will be found extremely interesting, 
and might well have been longer. Mr. 
Overton explains its brevity on the ground 
that their lives were not lives of typical 
Churchmen. The limitation, indeed, which 
he uses in his definition of ‘‘ Churchman” 
is somewhat arbitrary. It is all very well 
in some clerical meeting to emphasize the 
distinction between Conformists and Church- 
men; to describe the Cambridge Platonists 
as “wholly exceptional”’; to refuse a place 
in his list to Ormond, perhaps the most 
obvious name he could have suggested to 
represent the old Church and King men, 
and to Pepys, the equally obvious type of 
the bourgeois Church philistine. But, as a 
matter of fact, these were in the plain mean- 
ing of the word Churchmen as much as 
were Bishop Ken and Robert Nelson. The 
typical Churchman would appear to be a 
person who thinks as Mr. Overton thinks. 

Of the greater number of those whose 
names appear in his long list Mr. Overton 
speaks with thoughtful and temperate appre- 
ciation. But again his readers will wish he 
had been somewhat more generous of space. 
They might have expected that so important 
& work as Stillingfleet’s ‘ Unreasonableness 
of Separation’ would not have escaped 
mention ; while half a page of discursive 
criticism of Swift is worse than useless. 
Mr. Overton admits that, as ‘one who 
wishés to bring out the good points of the 
clergy,” he finds it difficult to do justice to 
Gilbert Burnet, the great stumbling-block 
of writers with High Ohurch sympathies. 
Justice, however, he has gallantly tried to 
do, with more than ordinary success. It is 
not astonishing that he fails to appreciate 

© immense service that Burnet’s breadth 
of view, tolerance of temper, remarkable 
talents, and indefatigable energy, combined 
fortunately with considerable influence upon 
William and Mary, did to the country at a 





time when all the foundations were out of 
course, and when the crowd of High Church 
clergy were clamouring against the only 
conditions upon which a peaceful settlement 
could be hoped for. 

Mr. Overton’s criticisms upon the great 
preachers of the time are often tasteful and 
suggestive, and in the chapter on ‘ Devo- 
tional and Practical Works” he successfully 
plays the part of Old Mortality to a good 
many forgotten reputations. His style is 
almost always simple and pleasing; occa- 
sionally, however, ™ is betrayed into la 
which he will doubtless avoid in succeeding 
editions. Thus, when he says of Elizabeth 
Burnet, ‘“‘ As one would expect from the wife 
of Bishop Burnet, she writes from a Low 
Church point of view,” the remark is legiti- 
mate oak appropriate. But when he goes 
on to add, “but, as one would not expect 
from that relationship, she writes with the 
most unaffected diffidence,” we feel that the 
attempt at smartness is beneath the dignity 
of the general design. The punctuation and 
the idiom of the following remarkable sen- 
tence, too, would seem to require an ex- 
planatory note: “ Perhaps there was some 
ground for it [dislike of the clergy] in the 
demeanour, especially of some of the younger 
divines, who could not carry corn.” 

It is not, however, until we come to the last 
chapter, ‘“‘The Church and other Religious 
Bodies,”’ that we have any serious difference 
as to matters of fact with Mr. Overton. In 
this chapter, however, which was scarcely 
necessary to the design of the book, he 
is brought face to face not so much with 
hagiology as with history, and the result 
is somewhat unfortunate. Mr. Overton 
more than once assumes that the a pene 
of the Nonconformists by the Church was 
undertaken mainly as a measure of retalia- 
tion, and the assumption affords him the 
opportunity of expressing very creditable 
sentiments. But if one thing is more clear 
than another about this matter it is that 
the Church refused to offer comprehension 
to the Dissenters not in the first instance 
with the object of retaliation, but be- 
cause she believed that the existence of 
a strong, combatant, self-assertive, and 
defiant Church, with its strength unim- 

aired by the admission of men not informed 

y the same spirit, was the best safeguard 
against Popery. Another assumption, that 
the persecution of the Presbyterians by the 
Church, and the persecution of the Church 
by Presbyterians in former years, were 
founded on the same reasons, seems still less 
justifiable. When, again, Mr. Overton says 
that the Presbyterians would not have con- 
sented to what he calls a “happy family ” 
arrangement, meaning, we imagine, tolera- 
tion, and when he illustrates his doctrine by 
pointing out that they repudiated the ‘‘ De- 
claration of Indulgence,”’ he forgets that 
their reason, not for repudiating—they 
never did repudiate it—but for declining 
at once to avail themselves of the Declara- 
tion, was that if they had ted it they 
would have recognized for their private 


ends a gross breach of the constitution which, 
as they well knew, had been intended for the 
advantage of the Catholics—a spirit which 
they evinced still more clearly when they 
refused to oppose the Test Act in the follow- 
ing year.

terians. He then proceeds to acquit the 
Church of the spirit of persecution, on the 
ground that ‘“‘when the Churchman - 
croft | took the place of the statesman [ Shel- 
don] at the helm this spirit was arrested, 
and as a rule it was those who were Con- 
formists rather than Churchmen who were 
most cruel.”” The Church, in fact, did not 
persecute—such is Mr. Overton’s argu- 
ment—since the people who uted, 
though bishops and archbishops of that 
Church, were not Churchmen! ‘“ We have 
curious instances,’ resumes Mr. Overton, 
‘“‘of the feeling of bitterness against Non- 
conformists in the diaries of such men as 
Pepys and Sir J. Reresby.” We will make 
him a present of one passage, at least, in 
Pepys which is a curious commentary upon 
this sentence. After watching some poor 
wretches, who had been cna at a con- 
venticle, being dragged through the streets 
to gaol, he says (we quote from memory), 
“They go like lambs......I wish nee 
would conform, or else be more wise, 

not be catcht.”’ 

We have mentioned what appear to 
be the blemishes of Mr. Overton’s book, 
because they can, without in the slightest 
degree affecting his design, be so easily 
removed. We desire in all earnestness to 
recognize the permanent value that will 
attach to a work which is the result of 
untiring research and excessive labour, 
and which has been ape pee & a filial 
love towards the Church of which he is a 
not undistinguished member. 








Greek Folk-Songs from the Turkish Provinces of 
Greece. Literal and Metrical Translations 
by Lucy M. J. Garnett. Classified, re- 
vised, and edited with an Historical In- 
troduction by J. 8. 8S. Glennie, M.A. 
(Stock.) 

Tuts book is an honest piece of work. Both 

authors have resolved to do their best, and 

the result is likely to add to the number of 
those persons who take a lively interest in 

Greece and know something of her history 

and language. 

Miss Garnett has executed her ina 
most satisfactory manner. Her aim been 
to give a literal translation either in the 
original metre of the poem or in one closely 
resembling it. The difficulties which she 
has had to encounter are great. The popular 
dialects of Greece abound in a“ gram- 
matical forms and constructions, and contain 
a large number of words which are not to be 
found in any dictionary, some of them cor- 
ruptions of classical Greek, and others bor- 
rowed from Italian, Albanian, and Turkish. 
An adequate knowledge of these can be 
acquired only by living for some time in the 
districts or from those who have been long 
resident in the localities. Miss Garnett has 

ppled with these difficulties most success- 

full , and there are only a few passages im 

which she has mistaken the meaning. Most 

of these errors seem to have arisen in conse- 
quence of the plan adopted by the authors 
in thedivision of theirlabour. Miss Garnett’s 
sole task was to produce an accurate version

We may remark by the way that all the 
words in this song are Greek. Some of 
them are greatly changed, as »jp(« for 7G, 
yos for vids, pé for pera, sty for cis riy, 
and oxvBea for xirre:, One of the words, 
orhaxvifouot, is borrowed from the Greek 
of the New Testament, and one, $év7’, “ sir, 
master,’’ is a corruption of aiGévrns, and the 
same as effendi. 
Miss Garnett’s translation runs thus :— 
Come, too, has he, the Virgin’s son so meek ; 
And March, rejoicing, him goes forth to meet, 
He worships, lowly bending at his feet, 
It seems but yesterday that Laz'rus slept, 
Lying within the cave while sisters wept ; 
Grieve ye, and sorrow with the sorrowful, 
Show pity, mercy to the merciful. 
And raise for me my brother from the grave. 


Miss Garnett here renders the word Mdpra 
March. It may be doubted whether she has 
committed a linguistic mistake in so doing, 
for Mdprys, with vocative Mdpry, meaning 
March, occurs in several of these songs. 
But the context proves conclusively that she 
is wrong in so translating, and that Martha, 
the sister of Lazarus, is intended. This one 
error leads her into a complete misappre- 
hension of what follows. The sense is: ‘The 
Son of the all-holy Virgin came. Martha 
rejoices, goes out to meet Him, bows down, 
welcomes and worships Him. “Master, 
Lazarus passed away yesterday and was 
laid in the earth with the dead. Grieve 
with the grieving and pity with the pitying, 
and raise up my brother.”” The punctuation 
of Passow joins “ master ” with Lazarus, but 
it is more likely that ¢évr’ is the vocative 
and applicable to Christ. 

The other instance we take is the transla- 
tion of ALGapifw. Miss Garnett renders it 
“cast the boulder ”’:— 

That water may the old men drink, the young men 
cast the boulder. 

We should imagine that few readers would 

recognize in ‘‘ casting the boulder” the 

Scotch game of ‘‘ putting the stone,” and a 

single sentence in a note might have sup- 

plied this explanation. 

Another result of this division of labour 
probably appears in a certain amount of 
critical carelessness in the selection of the 

. Mr. Glennie assigns as his limiting 
principle that all the poems shall belong to 
Albania, Thessaly, or ncsiecds. Yet if he 
had carefully looked to the heading with 
which Passow furnishes the chant for Palm 
Sunday already referred to he would have 
seen the words ‘‘ Carmen cantatum a littera- 
rum studioso Patrensi,”’ and would have ex- 
cluded it as belonging to the Peloponnesus, 











elsewhere or supposed it to belong to Patra 
in Thessaly. 

We shall take one other instance. Miss 
Garnett translates a pretty ballad called ‘ The 
Sun and the Deer.’ Mr. Glennie assigns 
it to Olympus on the authority of Oikono- 
mides. But if he had turned to Fauriel he 
would have seen that the French scholar 
attributes it to Southern Acarnania. Fauriel 
in 1825 says that ‘‘it is very popular and 
already old.” His form of it contains two 
beautiful lines at the commencement, which 
Oikonomides and Miss Garnett have omitted. 
Passow edits it in a somewhat different form 
with various readings from Fauriel, and the 
extraordinary heading ‘‘Carmen compo- 
situm est ab Andrea Isco anno 1830.” 

Great judgment and taste are shown in 
the selection of the poems, and a very good 
idea can be formed from them of the varied 
themes, spirit, and character of Greek 
eed poetry. Many of them have never 

een translated before, but we suspect that 
more have been translated than Miss Garnett 
seems to imagine. We quote one specimen 
of Miss Garnett’s work, her rendering of a 
ballad which was a great favourite with 
Goethe :— 


Why do the mountains darkly lower, and stand 
brimmed o’er with tear drops ? 

Is it the wind that fights with them ? is it the rain 
that beats them ? 

‘Tis not the wind that fights with them, nor rain 
that’s on them beating ; 

But Charon ’s passing over them, and with the Dead 
he’s passing. 

The young men he before him drives, and drags 
the old bekind him, 

And ranged upon the saddle sit with him the young 
and lovely. 

The old men beg and pray of him, the young be- 
seech him, kneeling: 

“My Charon, stop thou in a town, or near cool 
fountain tarry, 

That water may the old men drink, the young men 
cast the boulder, 

And that the little bairnies all may go the flowers 
to gather.” 

“At no town will I stop to lodge, nor near cool 
fountain tarry ; 

The mothers would for water come, and recognise 
their children ; 

And know each other man and wife; nor would 
there be more parting.” 


This poem has been often translated. For 
the purpose of comparison we quote versions 
of the first six lines by Sheridan and Prof. 
Blackie. 

Sheridan’s rendering is free, and is as 
follows :— 

Why are the mountains sad, 
Their gloomy brows o’ercast ? 
Are they disturb’d by rain, 
Or by the tempest’s blast ? 


For ages warring storms,

Mr. Glennie’s share in the book is the 
preface, historical introduction on the sur. 
vival of paganism, and the notes. In these 
the reader will find a variety of subjects 
discussed—the character of the late Govern. 
ment, the connexion of the Celts with the 
Greeks, an explanation of the origin of 
the utterance ‘‘Great Pan is dead,” the 
superiority of paganism to Christianity, 
the nature of the Cabeiri, the religion of 
the Pelasgi, the epochs in the history of the 
world, the progress of thought in the Middle 
Ages, the distinctive features of the Aryan 
and Semitic mind, and many similar and dis- 
similar topics. A criticism of some of his 
speculations would be out of place in this 
journal, and an adequate treatment of the 
others would make too great demands on 
our space. Mr. Glennie is distinctly militant. 
He holds many opinions which have not yet 
received general acceptance, and he venti- 
lates them doguationtty in the face of the 
world. At the same time he shows wide 
research, and great earnestness and power of 
thought. But it may be doubted whether he 
has been judicious in attaching his specula- 
tions to a translation of Greek baliads. What 
we should have desired here was a detailed 
account of the circumstances in which the 
songs were written. Mr. Glennie does con- 
tribute much information. He sketches the 
history of modern Greek, and explains the 
nature of the dialects in which the 
are written. He also furnishes a vivid pic- 
ture of the scenes in which they were com- 
posed, and in urging that the sentiments 
are to @ large extent pagan he draws atten- 
tion to many most marked characteristics of 
the ballads. But as he has been resident in 
the country he might have told his readers 
much more that it would have been interest- 
ing to know, he might have illustrated many 
of the difficulties which now remain unex- 
plained, and he certainly might have sup- 
plied the historical poems with historical in- 
troductions. Notwithstanding its omissions, 
however, we recommend the book heartily 
to all who wish to form some idea of the 
popular poetry of Greece. 








Suggested Reforms in Public Schools. By 0.0. 
Cotterill, M.A. (Blackwood & Sons.) 

Ir would be unjust to call Mr. Cotterill’s 
querulous book ; its tone is too high to de- 
serve such an epithet ; but there is certainly 
a eas ag idea that the writer is a voice 
crying in the wilderness against competitive 
examinations, against mere book-learning, 
against social exclusiveness, against all the 
normal idola Judi—recurring so often that 
one is tempted to ask whether Mr. Cotterill is 
really in such isolation as he thinks, whether 
head masters are really so unconscious 
of defects in public schools, or assistant 
masters quite such blind worshippers of the 
system as it stands, as Mr. Cotterill’s tone 
would imply. He feels himself in a position 
familiar, we suppose, to most reform 
devoutly loving, and sharply criticizing, 
object of his reforming energy; he ‘has 
the most profound belief in public school 
education,” and is sorely apprehensive 
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‘‘Jest the drift of much that he has written 
should be misconstrued,” as being an attack 
on the schools, instead of a prescription for 
their diseases and defects. But he may cer- 
tainly reassure himself; no candid reader 
could fail to understand his attitude, and we 
can only regret the somewhat superfluous 
heart-searchings he has undergone. He 
is, it is true, a rather hasty physician, but 
that, after all, differs widely from being an 
enemy. The evils that he sees are real 
evils; we only differ from him in thinking 
them matters of common diagnosis and in 
doubting some of his remedies. When he 
declares that, gravely as he indicts public 
schools for neglect of sanitary and physical 
laws, he would indict society far more gravely, 
and that many of such healthy customs 
as do find their way into society come there 
from the schools, it seems wonderful that he 
fails to discern that principles like his must 
already have leavened the schools to a con- 
siderable extent. In other words, while he 
a little overrates the power of school rules 
to cure the defects of human nature, he 
underrates the consciousness of these de- 
fects, and the efforts to cure them, which 
prevail at most schools. For instance, 
on p. 46 he blames schoolmasters for not 
thinking it their duty to control and orga- 
nize the bodily exercise of the boys. ‘‘Some 
boys,” he says oracularly, “injure them- 
selves by overdoing it, others by under- 
doing it.” Is not this discovering the sun 
at noonday? He proceeds to ask fervently : 
“ At how many schools is any serious effort 
made to consider such a subject as this? 
08 At how many schools are such questions 
as these made the subject of serious and 
constant attention at masters’ meetings?” 
To which we should humbly, but confidently 
reply, “At every reputable public school, 
at every gathering of public-school masters, 
in England.” Again, he thinks that mem- 
bers of a school rifle corps ought to be told 
that by joining they declare their willing- 
ness to serve their country as soldiers, if 
ealled upon. What else is told them, and 
by whom? He would “ suggest that it be 
made compulsory at all schools for the older 
boys to be members of the school rifle corps.” 
The paradox involved in compelling people 
to be volunteers does not strike him. Another 
reform which Mr. Cotterill wishes to intro- 
duce must be spoken of more respectfully, 
for he has tried it, and, apparently, with 
Success. To cure loafing, the standin 
disease of boys left at their own dis 
during leisure hours, Mr. Cotterill has 
instituted a compulsory change of clothes. 
“Every boy,” unless specially excused, 
“has to change every day into his flannels 
and take a minimum of one hour’s active 
exercise out of doors, in all weathers.” By 
this means sullen and lymphatic boys have 
been stimulated into new life and vigour, 
and physical improvement has brought moral 
improvement with it. The evil is confessed, 
and the remedy worth trying. But here 
also we should say that Mr. Cotterill is over- 
rating his compulsory rule, underrating the 

rsonal influence that worked this reform. 

® acute comment of his colleague seems 
to bear out this conjecture. 

Again, Mr. Cotterill is severe on some 

ead master who tried to obviate some of 
the evils of a school summer term by in- 
creasing the hours of work. As the reader 





is not told from what or to what they were 
increased, it is impossible to judge of the 
case. But Mr. Cotterill, with a vague and 
therefore irritating dogmatism, pronounces 
that ‘‘ this season should be regarded as the 
great out-of-doors recreation season ; and it 
should be distinctly recognized that more 
hours should then be spent in the openair, and 
less hours therefore given to indoor study.” 
‘More ”’ and “‘less” than what? Does not 
Mr. Cotterill see that he is unfairly de- 
nouncing a man, presumably of sense and 
experience, by giving a quite incomplete 
account of his action ? He must be conscious 
of another side to this question, of the 
extreme slackness and demoralization often 
caused by too many unfilled hours at this 
seductive time of year. Work suffers, pla 
suffers even more, character most of all, 
by the indolence against which the head 
master was struggling—whether wisely or 
not we do not know; but Mr. Cotterill, who 
constantly appeals to the success of his own 
methods, should not ignore the success which 
attended (p. 50, note) the head master’s 
action, at least in his own opinion. But at 
this point Mr. Cotterill makes a suggestion 
which we feel inclined to endorse, viz., that 
the Christmas holidays should be shortened 
and the Easter prolonged. It is certainly 
true (p. 51) that boys come back sickly, after 
their Christmas holidays, to an undue extent. 
Too little time has been spent in the open 
air, we suppose, too much in hot rooms and 
not very abstemious parties. 

Mr. Cotterill is unsparing in his denun- 
ciation of the Indian Civil Service examina- 
tion. He thinks it a most dangerous strain 
to any schoolboy, and one apt to cause a 
weakness of mind and will, and therefore, 
of course, in governing power, in the case 
of the successful; while to the unsuccessful, 
who have had all the strain, plus the dis- 
appointment, it may be ruinous. ‘It is 
quite certain,” he says, 

‘*that any boy, not possessed of most unusuall 

exceptional capacities, who passes the I.C.S. 
examination straight from school, has done 
violence to the principles of education which 
must prevail at any school where its members 
are to be robust and healthy. He must have 
worked his brain to a dangerous excess,” 

It is impossible to print the examination 
papers here; and we but express the 
opinion that the examination is not of this 
severe kind, but one well fitted for a healthy 
and really intelligent boy of eighteen, pro- 
vided certain precautions are observed. The 
real danger is in such boys trying to force 
marks by taking up a great variety of 
subjects. The actual papers and the set 
subjects are not, as a rule, too hard 
or Lveribuaty long, but we should be glad 
to see a more definite restriction on the 
number of subjects to be offered by‘any 
individual candidate. A minimum limit, 
under which no marks are allowed to count, 
has been wisely affixed to most subjects. 
But this is clearly not sufficient; it prevents, 
no doubt, mere mark-hunting, but rather 
encourages that diffuse industry which is 
most apt to overstrain the young mind. By 
a simple reform—leaving a very wide option 
of subjects, but limiting the number to be 
actually presented by a candidate—much of 
the evil of which Mr. Cotterill complains 
would be averted. He rather hints at 
statistics than gives them, but such facts as 











those on p. 62 must be regarded as largely 
climatic, not as caused by “ brain-competi- 
tion.” Set up what standard you will— 
moral, Pwr f or intellectual—so long as 
more people want to enter the Civil Service 
than there are vacancies in it, so long will 
there be a strain which will overwork some. 
If the world were to return to the genial 
plan of nomination, i.e. favouritism, the 
evil would remain—we all know ‘‘ what hell 
it is in suing long to bide.” 

While, however, Mr. Cotterill has under- 
rated the minds of intelligent youths, he 
rightly denounces the system of entrance 
scholarships, which produces little intel- 
lectual gladiators of twelve years old, en- 
gaged in internecine combat for ‘“ baby- 
scho ips.” Any one who could devise 
a plan for dealing with these endowments 
without either jobbing them or examining 
for them would be a benefactor to England ; 
it is a pity Mr. Cotterill had not given a 
distinct scheme, for all admit the evil, and 
ardent thinkers like him should inveat the 
remedy. 

As to the question, at once so small and 
so great, of the “tuck-shop” at schools, 
Mr. Cotterill’s compromise is fiardly rational, 
He evidently would like to abolish “it alto- 
gether, a course for which (in these days, 
when it is no longer a byway of esca 
from semi-starvation) there is much te 
said. Failing this, he would forbid it till 
after dinner, make the head master regulate 
by his authority the articles of consumption, 
and “discourage” boys from getting any- 
thing at it between meals, peng milk, 
bread, and fresh fruit. To which the reply 
is that you can govern boys as a man, or as 
a monk, or as a father, but not as a grand- 
mother. 

The last portion of the book is of better

to it. Yet beyond question Mr. Cotterill 
is right in denouncing the great amount of 
help of all kinds which boys receive. They 
lose the faculty of thinking and arguing out 
a passage by too much practice of mere lis- 
tening and reading notes. Best of all is the 
chapter on ‘‘ Exclusiveness,” in which Mr. 
Cotterill lays hands vigorously on the peevish 
taint of social arrogance that infects our public 
schools. Whatever else they are, they are 
oligarchical to the core—to the detriment of 
themselves and the world. ‘Class schools,” 
he calls them. For our own part, we think 
that only the development of day schools 
will cure this evil, and that by slow degrees. 
Mr. Cotterill hardly gives due weight here 
to the parental difficulty. We should like 
to see, as he Y vey ~ ic-school lads mow- 
ing their cricket ground, making it, digging 
os oak as rowing, as Mr. Ruskin taught 
Oxford undergraduates to do, for a while; 
to see them eng vale —— in class 
and in play, wi e of poorer rons. 
But it Me impossible to disguise fact 
that it is just to avoid this contact, these 
useful necessities, that parents will pay the 
great expenses of public schools. 
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We may seem to have found more fault 
than merit in this book; the truth is, the 
faults are in its details, the merits in its tone. 
The writer confuses a want of unanimity as 
to the cure of school evils with a total ignor- 
ance of their existence ; hence he does scant 
justice to the leaders of the profession. But, 
taken as a whole, his book may be recom- 
mended to the attention of all public-school 
authorities, as a vigorous (though imperfectly 
constructive) protest against the perpetua- 
tion of acknowledged evils. 








The Cyclopedia of India, and of Eastern and 
Southern Asia, Commercial, Industrial, and 
Scientific. By Surgeon-General Balfour. 
3 vols. (Quaritch.) 


Byright of family association and bylong and 
varied personal experience, Surgeon-General 
Balfour may be classed among the elders of 
the Anglo-Indian community, and his three 
volumes are the stored harvest of a long, 
laborious, and honourable life spent in the 
study of India and her peoples for the pur- 
pose of making our knowledge of the subject 
more accessible and complete. Surgeon- 
General Balfour’s career in India began 
more than fifty years ago, at the time when 
the policy of Lord William Bentinck had 
o commenced a new chapter in the Eng- 
ish rule of India; and he has had the 
exceptional felicity to live long enough to 
bring out a third edition of his magnum 
opus, which first appeared in 1858. Although 
‘Balfour’s Cyclopedia’ has long been a 
household book in official India, the present 
edition is the first published in England, 
and it possesses in improved arrangement 
and more recent information all the essen- 
tial features of a new work. It had 
established its position as a complete and 
trustworthy book of reference before it ap- 
peared in its new form, and its comprehen- 
siveness and richness of detail will make 
it absolutely indispensable to all public 
men who aspire to treat Indian questions. 
The merit of the Surgeon-General’s achieve- 
ment isall his own. He has produced these 
volumes single-handed, and on account of 
the labour, time, and money expended upon 
them they will remain a monument testifying 
to his devotion to his vocation. 

We have mentioned the comprehensiveness 
of the ‘Cyclopedia of India.” We might 
even say that nothing had been overlooked, 
and we may instance in proof of this the 
article on Dengue, which is the only account 
we know of giving the etymology of the 
word :— 

** Dengue, fugitive and erratic epidemic 
rheumatism. This disease when it first appeared 
in the British West India islands was called 
‘the dandy fever,’ from the stiffness and con- 
straint which it gave to the limbs and body. 
The Spaniards of the neighbouring islands mis- 
took the term for their word dengue, denoting 

dery, which might also express stiffness, and 
ence the term Dengue became at last the name 
of the disease 


The author treats no department of the 


vast range of subjects covered by his three 
volumes with greater skill and more intimate 
knowledge than that coming under the head 
of the economic and natural history of India. 
In all that concerns the botany of the country 
he is a high authority, and it would be diffi- 
cult to imagine anything more perfect than 





his descriptions of the economic flora and 
fauna of the peninsula, and, indeed, of the 
whole of Southern Asia. As an Indian 
gazetteer the ‘ Cyclopeedia ’ will answer prac- 
tical purposes, without making it possible 
to dispense with Dr. Hunter’s ‘ Imperial 
Gazetteer.’ As a record of the moral and 
material condition of the people it may be 
termed exhaustive, and in regard to social 
customs it is particularly valuable, full of 
out-of-the-way and sometimes quite un- 
known information, derived from the author’s 
intimate personal acquaintance with the 
natives themselves. Among an abundance 
of other curious matter we have noticed a 
fact which has probably never been recorded, 
or if recorded never duly appreciated, by any 
other writer. It is that nearly all the fisher- 
men of India are Christians, and consider- 
ing the comparatively speaking small success 
of the attempts at conversion this fact is 
remarkable. The account of the fishermen 
is so extremely interesting that we are 
tempted to quote from it :— 

‘*There is something remarkable in the cir- 
cumstances of the fisher races being amongst 
the earliest and most eager converts to Chris- 
tianity in India, so much so as to render it 
questionable whether it be only an accidental 
coincidence or the result of some permanent and 
predisposing cause. Along the coasts at Madras 
many became Christians early ; indeed from the 
southern outskirt of the town at St. Thomé to 
its northern village of Ennore nearly all the 
fishermen are Christians of the Romish persua- 
sion. The Koli tribe of fishers in Bombay are 
nearly all Christians, though they have occasion- 
ally wavered. The Parawa or fishermen of 
Cape Comorin were the earliest proselytes of St. 
Francis Xavier, and they have still a pride in 
alluding to the fact that they were the first, as 
they have since been the most faithful and abid- 
ing, of his converts. It was by the fishermen 
of Manaar that he was invited to Ceylon in 1544, 
and notwithstanding the martyrdom inflicted by 
the raja of Jaffna, and the persecution with 
which they were visited by the Dutch, that dis- 
trict and the adjacent boundary of the Wanny 
have to the present day been one of the strong- 
holds of the Roman Catholics in Ceylon. It is 
amongst the Parawa or fisher caste of the Singha- 
lese that the Roman Catholics have at all times 
been most successful in their efforts to Chris- 
tianize.” 

The fishermen are not so prosperous as 
they used to be, and our author attributes 
this to ‘the salt monopoly, which restricts 
their traffic to the sale of fresh fish, sufficient 
merely for local consumption.” The caste 
customs, which forbid fishermen taking to 
other pursuits, have also much to do with the 
decline of their prosperity; and we find in 
Burmah, where there is neither caste, the 
people being Buddhists, nor a salt mono- 
poly, a far higher standard of material 
welfare. 

The articles descriptive of tribes or races, 
particularly of the primitive or pre-Aryan 
tribes, are most instructive, for the writer 
has been able to crowd into them a mass of 
rare information which could only be other- 
wise ascertained by reference to innumer- 
able different sources. His account of the 
Bhils, Gonds, Kolis, and other similar races 
throws much light on the origin of Indian 
social life. But even these tribes are 
gradually losing their characteristics from 
contact with Europeans, and the sayage 
Bhil, who has been identified in the Hindu 
mind with implacable hostility to the settled 
inhabitants of the country, is beginning to 





yield to the influence of the par Britgn. 
nica. The Bhils are described as bej 
‘‘in a state of great moral transition,” by 
as they have taken to agriculture their trang. 
formation from mountain robbers into 
settled population is only a question of time 
and the continuance of tranquillity. 

These casual references will give our 
readers a sufficient idea of the exceedi 
practical utility of these volumes. 
constitute a vast magazine of knowl 
about India, into which the student of 
Asiatic subjects has only to look anywhere 
to find that he is at once pleased and en- 
lightened. He will here discover the solid 
facts relating to the past history and present 
condition of the country. If he feels gur- 
a because the salient features of native 

ndian life have undergone so little 

the sentiment will be tempered by the re- 
flection that their inherited institutions must 
be well adapted to the needs of the people, 
and that the utmost that a wise and paternal 
government can — to accomplish for 
them is to provide the effectual protection 
which will ensure the safe and continued 
enjoyment of the sacrosanct social system 
which they have inherited from their fore- 
fathers. Surgeon-General Balfour has made 
every one desirous of obtaining a true in- 
sight into Asiatic subjects his 

debtor, and the obligation is conferred ata 
moment when these questions are coming 
daily into greater prominence. The ‘ Cyelo- 
peedia of India’ is a monument of patient 
erudition, and a vade mecum for the Anglo- 
Indian publicist and statesman. Its author 
may feel a just pride in what he has accom- 
plished, for the magnitude and utility of his 
work must command universal recognition.

that it begins with a misquotation on the 

title-page and a misprint in the first para- 

ph. Slips of this kind, though not im- 
nt in themselves, lead the reader to 
expect carelessness in greater matters; and 
‘Fair Katherine’ is not written with much 
care or vigour. It is, no doubt, a respect- 
able start for an unambitious author; but 
the hackneyed subject of a fickle lover trans- 
ferring his worship from one sister to an- 
other who is younger and more beautiful is 
treated without any redeeming power or 
originality. There is little shrewdness in 
the drawing of character, and little skill in 
handling details. The main troubles of the 
heroes and heroines of this story spring 
from their lack of candour; but the author 
has not taken pains to show that they 
were characteristically uncandid folk. Their 
want of frankness is evidently based upon 
the author’s needs and motives, and not 
in any sense upon the natural dispositions 
of his personages. On those principles, of 
course, it is easy for him to make everything 
turn out well in the end. The easy style of 
the book prevents it from being unreadable. 

‘Andromeda’ is a story full of languid 
sentiment, which George Fleming now and 
then tries to heat into passion by means of 
an oath er two added to the language of 
some of her characters. But the energy is 
too obviously forced, and the men who per- 
haps are meant to play Perseus and the 
monster remain mere reflections of Musset, 
though they do not appear even to have 
been enfants du siécle. The book is a tame 
piece of work, not, however, quite without 
some pretty touches, and the author commits 
the dreary sin of reciting the early history 
of the characters, about which the reader is 
indifferent. Though it is natural to suppose 
that there cannot be an Andromeda without 
& Perseus and without a monster, the story 
gives no indication as to which of the men 
ig meant to represent either the one or the 
other; nor is there any trace of a fight 
between Phineus and Perseus at the wed- 
ding. The heroine, in fact, has the pleasant 
fortune to be loved by three young men: 
one, whom she does not much care for, is 
killed by a fall; the second, a rich Italian 
marquis, becomes engaged to her, and then 
nobly gives her up to the third on finding 
where her real preference lies. 

The plot of ‘Miss Montizambart’ has its 
source in an act of parricide and a dis- 
creditable intrigue, to shelter which a 
brother adopts his sister’s illegitimate son. 
+fere is nothing morbid or unwholesome 
in the treatment of this painful theme; but 
it is surprising that a writer who has evi- 
dently a strong sense of humour and an 
appreciation for the sunny side of life 
should have chosen so depressing a means 
of enforcing her moral. Some pictures of 

life as it existed in the west of 
England about forty years ago form an 
agreeable contrast to the sombreness of the 
main plot. The vicar, a valetudinarian 
absentee, is cleverly sketched, and our sym- 
pathy is at once enlisted for the household 
of the hard-working curate in charge. The 
soothing influence exerted by a pure and 





guileless nature upon a guilty and harassed 
one is excellently illustrated in the relations 
which spring up between Lucy Wildsmith 
—the real heroine of the story, and a very 
gracious type of English girlhood—and 
Miss Montizambart. The curate himself, a 
figure destitute of romance, yet not wanting 
in simple dignity, affords the writer scope 
for the exercise of her gift of investing 
commonplace objects with a homely charm. 
In fine, ‘Miss Montizambart’ is a clever 
novel, containing some excellent genre paint- 
ing and acute analysis of character, but 
overweighted by the oppressiveness of the 
central figure.

‘Tue VaNIsHED Dramonp,’ in the author's 
most sensational manner and profusely illus- 
trated with the most thrilling pictures, is sure 
to be a favourite. The enterprising young 
French engineer who constructs a diamond of 
size and appearance far surpassing any natural 
gem has to pass through wondrous adventures 
with lions, a giraffes, and Kaffirs, to 
say nothing of white ruffians of all nations, 
before the discovery of the missing diamond in 
the maw of an ostrich reconciles him to his 
niggardly father-in-law and secures to him the 
heroine’s hand. 

‘The Rover of the Andes,’ in which the 
veteran author gives the result of careful study 
in his description of life in Peru and the 
Pampas, will not be less pleasing to youth be- 
cause the usual friendly Indian and a disguised 
young lady, supposed by the hero at once to be 
a descendant of the Incas, make up the 
of which the mysterious Rover is the head and 
an excellent negro, Quashy, what may be called 
the tail. 

‘The Island Queen’ relates the wreck of a 
brother and sister upon a convenient island, 
to which the accession of emigrants from another 
foundered ship adds a considerable population, 
of which Pauline Rigonda is made queen with a 
responsible government. The blowing up of the 
island by a volcano just when its inhabitants 
have left it is an original stroke. 

‘ Ned in the Blockhouse’ describes the rescue 
of an outlying post of pioneers in America from 
an onslaught of Indians. The usual benevolent 
savage, Deerfoot the Shawanoe, is the deus ex 
machind, and assists Ned and his negro friend 
to save the settlement. The date being placed 
in the last century allows the noble savage far 
wider scope than in these degenerate days. 

‘Camp-fire and Wigwam’ introduces the friend 
of the palefaces once again; but this time the 
scene of action is shifted to the west of the 
Missouri. The same general features pervade 
the series of stories, of which ‘ Footprints in the 
Forest’ is the promised sequel. 

‘In Perils Oft’ is a fairly good book, showing

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that “even in our prosaic and materialistic nine- 
teenth century the Romantic is not very far 
from our path, and is easily to be found by 
those that seek it.” 

Mr. Hoare’s book on sea adventures is one 
that will rivet the attention of all aspirant blue- 
jackets from ten to fourteen, and engage more 
seriously the interest of their parents. It is a 
selection from the misfortunes of the last hun- 
dred Sperone intended to lead up to some 
moral, but practically effective in the promotion 
of adventure only. 

‘A Bunch of Berries’ is a pretty girls’ book. 
Some children, whose ancestors have given them 
the surname of Berry, take to a natural system 
of ‘‘to-names ”—Elderberry, , and 
the like. They are all as sweet as berries should 
be, and do a good deal of useful work, from 
their wholesome humanity, among less favoured 
girls and boys. 

A collection of ‘True Stories of the Reign 
of Queen Victoria’ is an excellent idea, though 
the author’s notion of the relative importance 
of events is hardly ours. Commonplace murders 
and little bits of ephemeral gossip are set down 
as fully as important European convulsions. 
Recent events, even such signal ones as Gordon’s 
death, are related with impassive brevity. The 
book is none the less suited to its purpose for 
being impartial. The author is an optimist who 
believes steam and electricity have somehow 
benefited the moral nature of man. We note 
the Americanism ‘‘riding in a gig” as somewhat 
less than classical. 

‘For James or George,’ dedicated to Admiral 
Robertson Macdonald, great-grandson of the 
Kinloch-Moidart of the ’45, is an excellent boys’ 
story, detailing the adventures of certain scholars 
at a mar school in a northern county during 
that stirring period. The author has studied to 
much the social habits of the time, and 
there is much that is interesting in the pic- 
tures of manners and institutions presented. 
The hero is condemned to death as a Jacobite, 
but is — through his good fortune in having 
saved the Duke of Cumberland from highway- 
men. 














OUR LIBRARY TABLE, 


Messrs, Sampson Low & Co. have sent us 
The Life and Letters of John Brown, an elaborate 
biography of the anti-slavery champion by Mr. 
F. B. Sanborn, obviously compiled with great 
care, but so minute and full that it is scarcely 
likely to find readers in this country outside of 
a small circle of specialists. The same publishers 
send us Berlin Society, a translation by Miss M. 
Léonard of the celebrated ‘ Société de Berlin.’ 

Mr. Arnaer has published another volume of 
his pretty and convenient edition of Lamb's 
Works (Macmillan), containing ‘ Mrs. Leicester’s 
School,’ ‘The Adventures of Ulysses,’ &c. Mr. 
Ainger has annotated the volume in the same 

leasant fashion as its predecessors.— Prof. Morley

NEBO IN CANAAN. 
Oxford, November, 1885, 

Pror. Sayce in his interesting little book 
‘ Assyria, its Princes, Priests, and People,’ says 
(p. 61) that ‘‘the worship of Nebo was carried 
as far as Canaan, as we may gather from such 
names as the city of Nebo, in Judea (Ezra ii, 
29), and Mount Nebo, in Moab (Deut. xxxii, 
49).” It isnot certain that the Nebo mentioned 
in Ezra (ii. 29 and x. 43) and Nehemiah (vii. 33; 
the word “M8, which is not to be found in the 
parallel passage of Ezra ii. 29, seems to have 
crept in from the following verse) was situated in 
Judah, but it is possible. From Numbers xxxii, 
3, 38, it would result that a locality named Nebo. 
was situated in the land of Reuben, in the neigh- 
bourhood of Heshbon. Isaiah (xv. 2) and Jere- 
miah (xlviii. 1, 22) mention Nebo as a town of 
Moab. Possibly they all mean the same 
locality in Moab. Anyhow, Nebo must be 
connected with the deity of this name, who 
was worshipped both in the town of Nebo 
and on the mountain of this name. This moun- 
tain has beyond doubt a mythological import- 
ance, since the great leader of Israel is said to- 
have died there and to have been buried there, 
and ‘no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day.” Is it possible that the town of priests 
Nob (1 Samuel xxii. 11, 19), situated near Jeru- 
salem, in the land of Benjamin, was also a place 
of worship of Nebo, with Ahimelech as his 
priest? Elsewhere (1 Sam. xxvi. 6) we find 
Ahimelech designated as a Hittite, but of that 
I shall speak in another note. Nob (33) is also 
called Nobeh (13); 1 Sam. xxi. 2, xxii. 9: 
the Authorized Version has here also Nob; the. 
Septuagint renders both by Noufa). Even if 
we adhere to the Masoretic punctuation and the 
Greek transliteration, Nob and Nobeh may be 
a dialectical pronunciation of Nebo, a pronun- 
ciation justified by the orthography of 72) with 
M (which is not a local 7 according to the 
Masoretic punctuation). Nob, according to 
the doubtful passage (2 Sam. xxi. 15), ‘‘ And 
Ishbi-Benob, which was of the sons of the 
giant” (so A.V. and R.V.; rather, “ And 
Yishbi at Nob, who was of the sons of the 
giant”), was the dwelling of the tribe of the 
Rephaim or giants, which shows clearly the 
mythological importance of that locality. Should 
333 stand for 3) j3, ‘‘son of Nob,” my case 
would gain more strength. 

The imported worship of Nob or Nebo seems: 
not to have taken much root amongst the 
Canaanitish tribes, since we do not find Nebo 
in Canaanitish compound proper names, a8 1% 
the case with El and Yahweh, and in Ass 
with Nebo in names like Nebuchadnezzar, Nebu- 
saraden, &c. But we find at least a trace of it im 
the Phoenician names Nebobarach (7733) ; Levy, 
‘Phoen. Wirtb.,’ a.v.), “‘ Nob (Nebo) blesses, 


and Nebo‘alatz (xdyaa, on an inscription of 

Abydos; see Dr. Baudissin’s excellent article 

on Nebo in the new edition of Herzog’s ‘ Realen- 
clopaedie,’ &c.). Neboas a compound occurs 

obs in later Palmyrene inscriptions : Ne 

and Barnebo (116 a.p.), Nebobel (262 .p.), and 
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Neboqawa (234 a.p.). Thus the cult of Nebo, a 
secon deity in Assyria, could be traced to 
Palestine and Phoenicia, and later to Palmyra, 
Edessa (in the Nebok of Abgar), and Hierapolis 
in Syria or Mabug. Possibly this last name is 
only a dialectical pronunciation of Nabog. The 
root nabu, which means in Assyrian to com- 
municate by speech, in Hebrew noob, was long 
ago brought into connexion with the word nabi, 
the prophet or the orator. The latter meaning 
results clearly from the passage in Exodus vii. 1: 
“See, I have made thee a god to Pharaoh : and 
Aaron thy brother shall be thy orator” (both 
versions have ‘‘ prophet”). Nebo being the 
orator of the gods, Nabi is the orator of Elohim 
and Yahweh. From which Canaanitish people 
the word nabi came to Israel and at what period 
cannot be decided at present; it is clear from 
1 Samuel ix. 9 that the nabi was called formerly 
the roeh (or seer).

TWO RUSSIAN WRITERS. 


Nor his own countrymen alone, but any who 
are interested in the history of Russia, will learn 
with regret that Nikolii Kalachof has passed 
away from the scene of his labours. His 
life was devoted with inexhaustible zeal and 
untiring energy to the preservation, arrange- 
ment, publication, and elucidation of documents 
which form the materials of Russian history so 
far as that history is a written one. As early as 
1846 he evinced, in his work upon the ancient 
Yaroslavl Code of Laws, the settled bent which 
during his whole subsequent life he followed 
with unswerving perseverance. Kalachof’s earl 
production, which won for its author a hig 


place in the estimation of those conversant with - 


its subject, was the forerunner of a numerous 
array of able and solid works from the same pen 
relating to Russian history and Russian institu- 
tions. His learning met with its proper reward. 
The post of Director of the Archives of the Im- 
perial Council, the Senate, and the Home Office 
afforded him the best opportunities of applying 
and enlarging his knowledge. He was indefatig- 
able in the arrangement of the records placed 
under his administration, in the rescue of count- 
less others from destruction, and in the prepara- 
tion of extensive series of them for publication. 
_ He was no Dryasdust, but had the faculty of 
interesting others in the subject to which he 
was devoted. His great ambition was the 
establishment of a Russian le des Chartes. 
Such a project involved difficulties from which 
others shrank, but these seemed only to stimulate 
him, and at length he founded the Archwological 
Institute of St. Petersburg. His activity was 
not, however, restricted to this achievement ; he 
seton foot in various provinces committees for 
the preservation of the provincial and local 
records, and the value of his labours in this 

tion can only be fully appreciated in a 
future generation. 

It was on his way to Saratoff to organize there 
such a committee that he was seized with the 
illness which closed his labours and his life. He 
was able to reach his estate of Volkhonstchino, 
in the township of Serdobsk, and there he ex- 
pired on the 6th of this month. 

Russia has also lost a prolific and popular 
wniter, E. P. Karnovich, who died on the same 
day as Kalachof. Born of a noble family 
long settled in Little Russia, but reduced to 
poverty during his father’s lifetime, he was well 
educated, and for a short time adopted the 
tcholastic profession. Finding it distasteful, he 
entered the Civil Service, which also in turn he 
quitted at a considerably later period in order 
to devote himself to literature. A few of his 
tarlier books relate to questions connected with

The second Red Book contains 
full details of the negotiations recently con- 
ducted by M. Maigrot, the Italian consul at 
Antananarivo.

Mr. R. G. Movtron, one of the most 
experienced lecturers connected with the 
Cambridge University Extension movement, 
has in the press a pamphlet describing its 
working as a system of education, and the 
methods of local management adopted in 
various districts. He urges that means should 
be taken toorganize the movement more com- 
pletely, to solicit endowments which might 

e applied to the further extension of the 
work, and especially to secure the permanent 
engagement of competent lecturers. With- 
out a regular staff, the extension movement 
loses its teachers just when they become most 
valuable. During the last ten years 60,000 
persons have attended full courses of lectures, 
at a total cost of 50,000/.; but the system 
suffers from the isolation of its component 
parts, and is thus liable to fluctuations which 
weaken its efficiency.

‘** As I had the honour of living in the same 
house, 142, Strand, with George Eliot for about 
two years, between 1851 and 1854, I may perhaps 
be allowed to correct an impression which Mr.

To put it very briefly, I think he has made her 
too ‘respectable.’ She was really one of the 
most sceptical, unusual creatures I ever knew, 
and it was this side of her character which 
to me was the most attractive. She told 
me that it was worth while to under- 
take all the labour of learning French if it 
resulted in nothing more than reading one 
book—Rousseau’s ‘Confessions.’ That saying 
was perfectly symbolical of her, and reveals 
more completely what she was, at any rate 
in 1851-54, than page after page of attempt 
on my part at critical analysis, I can see 
her now, with her hair over her shoulders, 
the easy chair half sideways to the fire, her 
feet over the arms, and a proof in her hands, 
in that dark room at the back of No. 142, 
and I confess I hardly recognize her in the pages 
of Mr. Cross’s—on many accounts—most inter- 
esting volumes. I do hope that in some future 
edition, or in some future work, the salt and 
spice will be restored to the records of George 
Eliot’s entirely unconventional life. As the 
matter now stands she has not had full justice 
done to her, and she has been removed from 
the class—the great and noble church, if I may 
so call it—of the Insurgents, to one more 
genteel, but certainly not so interesting.”

The Story of the Heavens. By Robert Stawell 
Ball, LL.D., Royal Astronomer of Ireland, 
(Cassell & Co.)—A work of 551 pages on popular 
astronomy by Prof. Ball hee 20" contain 4 
very large amount of valuable information 
together in a most interesting and intelligible 
form. Nor do we think that the expectations 
of the reader in this respect, however high they 
may have been raised, can possibly be dis- 
appointed. Space only admits of our giving 
here a very brief sketch of the contents of the 
book, which has indeed, as the author puts it, 
a wondrous story to narrate, ‘‘ of boun in- 
terest and of exquisite beauty.” After a short 
introduction and a chapter on “‘ the astronomical 
observatory,” in which a popular idea is given 
of the nature of the instrumental means by 
which astronomers have succeeded in procuring 
for us so much information respecting at 
tering bodies of the universe (and some whi 
do not glitter), the author proceeds to devote 
chapters to the sun and to each of the principal 
bodies which circulate round him, the last of these 
being, of course, Neptune, of the history of the 
discovery of which Prof. Ball gives a most in- 
teresting account, narrating how the labours of 
Prof. Adams (these would as much have sufficed 
for finding the planet as those of Le Verrier, 
which actually first led to its detection) were 
first publicly announced in a letter of Sir John 
Herschel to the Athenceum of the 3rd of October, 
1846. Amongst these chapters one is devoted 
to ‘‘ the planet of romance,” i.e., the h 
planet moving within the orbit of stably 
which Prof. Ball considers to have been 
really seen by Prof. Watson during the 
eclipse of the sun in 1878, After the planets 
come chapters on comets and meteors. The 
accounts of the former are confined to those 
which are specially remarkable either for the 
nature of their motions or the peculiarities of 
their appearances. Those of the latter are well 
brought up to date as regards the most interest- 
ing meteoric streams and recent discoveries 
cosmic dust and the accretions brought by it to 
the earth’s surface. The solar system 
been thus surveyed in considerable detal 
the reader is asked to follow the author m 
a comprehensive review of the most sail 
points in the knowledge which has been gained 
of the motions and distances of those of 
the far more remote heavenly bodies oo 
under the general designation of fixed stars) © 
which anything certain can be learnt in this 
respect. Nor is a chapter wanting on the star 
clusters and nebulz, which closes with the signal 
ficant remark : ‘‘ We have reached a point where 
man’s intellect begins to fail to yield him any 
more light, and where his imagination has sue 
cumbed in the endeavour to realize what he 
gained.” In speaking of the fixed stars & 
guide is given to the most conspicuous of 
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llations ; and a chapter on “the spectro- 
—_ describes how by its means much has 
been learnt respecting the constitution of the 
sun and stars, and something respecting the 
motions of the latter. After describing the 
phenomena of precession, mutation, and observa- 
tion, two highly interesting chapters on “‘the 
astronomical significance of heat,” and on “ the 
tides,” close a volume of astronomy of which we 
need only further add that care on the part of 
both the author and printer has rendered it 
remarkably free from typographical errors (we 
have only noticed one—Auriga in the index being 
spelt Aurija), and that the beauty and excellence 
of the illustrations render them a most pleasing 
as well as useful addition to the book. Its com- 
bination of scientific accuracy with lucid arrange- 
ment and attractive style leads us to anticipate 
for it that brilliant success which it undoubtedly 


merits. 


An Elementary Star Atlas, with Descriptive 
letterpress. By Rev. T. H. E. C. Espin, B.A., 
F.RAS. With a Preface by J. A. Westwood 
Oliver. (Sonnenschein & Co.)—These maps 
are of a convenient and handy size, and their 
arrangement is good. Being intended for actual 
use in commencing the study of observational 
astronomy, their principal peculiarity is that the 
stars of different magnitudes are distinguished 
by being represented by different kinds of 
marks, all easily discernible in the dim light in 
which the book is likely to be used. Opinions 
will probably differ as to whether this is the 
most convenient way of denoting them, a point 
which each person using the atlas must decide 
for himself or herself. Not only the most con- 
spicuous stars, but also the most remarkable 
star clusters and nebule are indicated, and the 
course of the Milky Way is clearly marked. 
With regard to the explanatory letterpress ac- 
companying each map, the name of the author 
(who has been president of, as well as special 
observer to, the Liverpool Astronomical Society) 
is a sufficient guarantee that as much appropriate 
information as possible has been compressed 
into the limited space at his dis . Of the 
two different sets of boundaries of the constella- 
tions which have come into use, the one adopted 
is, with a few slight alterations, that recommended 
by the British Association and followed by Mr. 
Proctor in his star atlases, which are so much 
used in this country. As a specimen of the 
author’s treatment of the constellations, we will 
quote his remarks about Andromeda, specially 
interesting at the present time. ‘‘ This,” he 
says, “is marked to the eye by the line of second 
and third magnitude stars, a, 5,8, y. y An- 
dromede, next to 8 Cygni, one of the most 
lovely pairs in the heavens — magnitudes 
35 and 5°56: 5°5 breaks up into the well-known 
test-object. The two stars are about half a 
second of arc apart. a, a fine pair, white and 
blue. 56, a curious yellow pair, with variation 
suspected in one or both of the stars. A glorious 
field lies north. 36, between y and ¢, is a close 
pair about a second apart. North of p lies the 
variable R, variable from 5°6 to 12°8 in 402 days. 

eceding v is a misty patch to the naked eye. 
This is the wonderful Andromede nebula. 
Small telescopes will only show a bright oval 
haze, fading away on all sides and brightening 
at the centre. Large telescopes bring out two 
remarkable rifts, but get no further. Strangely 
enough, Huggins finds the spectrum continuous, 
but cut off at the red end. It may therefore be 
stellar, but if so its resolution has hitherto defied 
the power of the telescope. There are several

Micrometer measures 
were obtained with the great equatorial of five 
of the satellites of Saturn and of the third 
satellite (Titania) of Uranus. Mr. Maunder, 
who observed the latter, remarks that ‘‘ it was a 
more difficult object than is Enceladus” (the 
second of the two interior satellites of Saturn 


which were discovered by Sir W. Herschel in . 


1789) ‘‘ at elongation, perhaps even more diffi- 
cult than the satellites of .” The spec- 
troscopical observations include a large number 
of determinations of motions of stars in the line 
of sight. Photographs of the sun were taken, 
as in 1882, at Dehra Dan, in India, under the 
superintendence of Mr. J. B. N. Hennessey, 
F.R.S., of the Trigonometrical Survey of India, 
and forwarded by the Solar Physics Committee 
to fill up gaps when the sun could not be observed 
at Greenwich, by which means it has been 
possible to determine the positions and areas of 
solar spots and faculz on no fewer than 340 days 
in 1883. The magnetical and meteorological 
observations, like the astronomical, have been 
carried on generally on the same system and by 
the same methods as in previous years.

As to the Hades of the Chinese and other Oriental 
races, as pictured to themselves under the influence 
of Buddhist teaching, he believed that to the common 
people the future was a perfect puzzle, and that they 
were quite at a loss to make out the various divisions 
which were reported to’ mark off the underworld. 
They would pay enormous sums to the priests to get 
them quickly pushed through purgatory into the 
Western Heaven. In conclusion it was affirmed 
that a study of the life of the people gives a truer 
idea of what Buddhism is than any we can gather 
from the mere study of Eastern literature.—After 
making a few comments on Mr. Friend’s paper, Mr. 
C. Bendall produced some specimens of coins, de- 
scribed as “ Greco-Indian bearing the figure of the 
Buddha,” the inscriptions on which he analyzed.—

The former paper spoke of the foundation of St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, circa 1100, within the precincts 
of the Priory of St. Mary Overy in Southwark ; the 
fire in 1207; the rebuilding in 1228, and the historical 
sermon put forth on the occasion by the Bishop of 
Winchester. Both the hospitals were built upon 
the remains of Roman dwellings. In 1507 there was 
acomplete rebuilding. At the gate of the church a 
market for Southwark people was held, and justice 
administered through the King’s Court of the 
Marshalsea at the same place. In 1537 came the 
forfeiture of this religious house, the list of its 
possessions showing glass-painters and printers of 
= note living and susrring on business within the 

ospital precincts. Further were briefly adverted to 
the fine architectural buildings and noble inhabitants 
of inns and palaces of Southwark ; and the social 
history and conditions of the people were discussed as 
set forth with interesting and quaint minuteness in 
the records of the hospital still preserved. Sketches

BRITISH ARCHAZOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION.—Nov. 
18,—Mr. CU. Brentin the chair.—Mr. Harris described 
a Saxon font now in South Hayling Church. It 
was found in 1827 in a neighbouring well, but was 

robably originally in a church now submerged. It 
fs covered with interlaced ornaments and strapwork. 
—Some interesting communications from the Rev. 
G. Butterworth were brought before the — by 
Mr. de Gray Birch relative to the discovery of an 
ancient Saxon chapel at Deerhurst, at a short dis- 
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tance from the well-known Saxon parish church. 
The outline of the walls has been traced and the 
building found to have a small nave and chancel of 
very early work. A dedication stone of the altar to 
the Holy Trinity has been found, and Mr. Birch 
pointed out the resemblance to the inscription in 
the Ashmolean Museum recording the dedication of 
a church at Deerhurst by Earl Odda in 1056, a copy 
of which was produced.—Mr. Loftus Brock reported 
the discovery of a stone with Saxon interlaced 
work at Moulton Church, Northants, of which Sir 
Henry Dryden sent a squeeze. It has been found 
beneath one of the piers of the south aisle during 
the restoration of the church by Mr. Law, who will 
have the stone carefully preserved.— Mr. C. H. 
Compton exhibited some curious terra-cotta lamps 
and other objects found at een 9 9 and after- 
wards read a paper on the church of St. Michael 
Coslany, Norwich, a building possessing one of the 
best examples of flint inlaid work to be found in 
the county. There are several interesting brasses, 
the figures being clad in peculiar costume of the six- 
teenth century, rubbings of which were exhibited.— 
A paper was then read by Mr. de Gray Birch ‘On 
the Art of the Roman Pavements at Bignor.’ The 
author referred to the similarity of the designs 
common to all Roman pavements, and traced some 
remarkable coincidences, giving details of the designs. 
The arrangement of the villa, which is of the largest 
size, has certain points of resemblance to other 
villas, and as evidence of the great diversity of 
design in such buildings, the villas found in Glouces- 
tershire, for example, were referred to. Out of six- 
teen examples there is a great difference of arrange- 
ment to be noted. The present decaying condition 
of the pavements was pointed out, and the hope 
expressed that something would be done for their 
preservation.—A discussion ensued as to the best 
way of effecting this so as to keep them in their 
present positions, in which Messrs. Wright, Brock, 
and others took part.

by Mr. Spencer at Herm, Channel Islands, being the 
first recorded instance of the occurrence of this 
hemichordate in any part of the British seas,—by 
Mr. F. E. Beddard, the first of a proposed series of 
notes on the visceral anatomy of birds, the present 
paper treating of the so-called omentum of birds and 
its homologies, and pointing out that this struc- 
ture, present in many birds, but apparently absent, 
or only present in rudiment, in a few others, was 
represented by a structure having similar relations 
in the crocodile, but in no other reptile,—by Mr. O. 
Thomas, on Heterocephalus phillipsi, a burrowing 
rodent from Somali-land, belonging to a genus of 
which the only other known species was based upon 
a single specimen obtained by Riippell’s collector in 
Schoa, Mr. Thomas considering the affinities of this 
rodent to be with Georychus and Bathyergus,—by 
Mr. Sclater, on a description of an apparently new 
species of tanager of the genus Calliste, based on a 
specimen formerly in the Gould Collection, now in 
the British Museum ; Mr. Sclater proposed to dedi- 
cate this bird to its former owner as Calliste gouldi, 
—and by Mr. Boulenger, on a new frog from Perak, 
Malacca, which he proposed to name Megalophrys 
longipes. 





METEOROLOGICAL.—Nov. 18.—Mr. R. H. Scott, 
President, in the chair.—Messrs. T. K. H. Clunn, 
R. 8S. Davies, H. C. Fox, W. E. Jackson, J. Richard- 
son, A. C. Rotch, and C. Todd were elected Fellows. 
—The following papers were read : ‘The Helm Wind 
of August 19th, 1885,’ by Mr. W. Marriott. This 
wind is peculiar to the Cross Fell range, Cumber- 
land, aad is quite local, but very destructive. The 
author visited the district in August last, and was 
fortunate enough to witnessa slight helm. He gives 
a detailed account of what he experienced, and also 
his observations on the temperature of the air at the 
summit and base of Cross Fell, the direction and 
force of the wind, the movement of the clouds, &c. 
—‘ The Typhoon Origin of the Weather over the 
British Isles during the Second Half of October, 
1882,’ by Mr. H. Harries. The author shows, by 
means of daily charts, that a typhoon, which ori- 
ginated near the Philippine Islands on September 
27th, passed over Japan and the Aleutian archipelago, 
entering the United States on October 10th. Cross- 
ing the Rocky Mountain range, it proceeded through 
the Northern States and Canada to Labrador and 
Davis Strait. In the Atlantic it was joined on the 
18th by another disturbance which had come up 
from the Atlantic tropics, the junction of the two 
being followed by a cessation of pegs move- 
ment from the 19th to the 25th. During this period 
the severe gale which passed along our southern 
counties on the morning of the 24th was formed, 
its sudden arrival upsetting the Meteorological Office 
forecasts of the previous night. Following in the 
wake of this storm the parent cyclone reached the 
French coast on the 27th, its advent being marked, 
as in Japan and America, by violent gales and ex- 
tensive floods over the whole of Western and Central 
Europe and Algeria. The village of Grindelwald 
was destroyed, and in the Austrian Tyrol the damage 
caused by floods reached at least two millions ster- 
ling. Passing through France and the Netherlands, 
the disturbance showed signs of exhaustion, and on 
November Ist, in the Baltic, it quietly dispersed, 
after accomplishing a journey of over 16,000 miles 
in thirty-six days. This is the first storm which has 
been followed day by day from the Pacific to Europe.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 

In Slate and Pencil-vania, deciphered by Walter 
Crane (Marcus Ward & Co.), the artist returns 
to the style of book decorations in colour for 
introducing which the public owes him much. 
This work has all the animation and some of 
the humour that formed an enjoyable feature 
of his earlier efforts. The execution, however, is 
not so fine as we could wish, and the theme is not 
particularly funny.—Gulliver's Travels, with a 
prefatory memoir by G. Saintsbury (Nimmo), 
in a handsomely printed volume comprises the 
cleverly drawn illustrations of M. V. A. Poir- 
son, vignettes and page cuts prettily coloured, 
which we reviewed in a French edition last 
December. — Through the Meadows, by F. 
Weatherly, illustrated by M. E. Edwards and 
J. C. Staples (Hildesheimer & Faulkner), con- 
tains many animated and pretty verses relating 
to children and child life, pictures of much spirit 
and naiveté, grace and good character, by the 
former artist, printed in colours, and also very 
neat, pretty, and smooth monochrome vignettes 
by the latter.—The White Swans, and other Tales, 
by Hans Andersen (same publishers), is decorated 
with plates, some in colours, some in mono- 
chrome of brown, by A. Havers. Although the 
colouring of some of the former is occasionally 
unpleasingly smooth and waxy, it is generally 
tasteful and fairly good. Many of the pictures 
are excellent in every respect, especially the 
figures of boys and girls.—A B C, drawn and 
coloured by T. Pym (Wells Gardner & Co.), 
contains some rather neat and pretty and many 
more trivial designs in colours and brown.

THE DUDLEY GALLERY ART SOCTETY, 


AttHoucH somewhat more interesting than 
the exhibitions in the Dudley Gallery have 
recently been, the present collection of cabinet 
ictures in oil is far from being admirable. It 
is, in fact, hardly desirable that an exhibition 
which contains so little should continue to exist. 
There must be room for so small a number of 
paintings elsewhere, and we feel almost inclined 
to advise the best painters to abandon a society 
which cannot prove its right to exist. Taking 
the pictures in their order on the walls, and so 
far as may be grouping the artists’ works, we 
begin with No. 7, the Showery Weather of Mr. 
J. Henderson, waves breaking on the shore 
under a grey, loweringsky. Though it is painty, 
the sentiment is commendable, and the colour 
of the wan light on the horizon is true.— 
Steeple Cove, Salcombe (24), by Mr. Shaw, is 
rather woolly in texture and coarse in hand- 
ling, but there is plenty of energy in the wild 
sea.—There is more spirit of design than refine- 
ment of drawing and colour in Miss B. Mac- 
arthur’s “ Be Friends to-day” (27), where the 
artist has followed Mr. Sargent, by no means 
a desirable model, and the painting of the flesh 
and dresses of three ladies waiting in a vesti- 
bule (?) is far from successful, though she has 
been fortunate in representing a footman in a 
blue coat and olive plush breeches. Miss Mac- 
arthur paints well enough to make us wish she 
would return to a painting school, and resume 
studies she has unwisely shortened. 

The Way of the World (42), by Mr. Weekes, 
shows a good deal of humour. It depicts a corps 
of geese consulting, much to his disadvantage, 
about a donkey in a pound. There is lack of 
light here, but the surface is woolly throughout. 
—COut off with a Shilling (54), by Mr. E. B 
Leighton, attests a remarkable change in the 
technique of an artist who was wont to polish 
every element of his designs. The faces are 
very true and good. The painting is rather 
heavy and hard, and the surface is opaque.— 
The roughly handled Spanish Head, Isle of Man 
(81), by Mr. Ellis, is vigorous in tone and full 
of strong, somewhat exaggerated colour. It 
shows a bold headland of rock surmounted by very 
dark rich verdure, set in a dark blue-green and 
olive sea. There is too much evidence of the lamp 
here.—In Over the Sea (92) Mr. A. Hughes has 
depicted an exceedingly handsome and refined 
Sbirweines looking seawards from the beach. 
Although the woman is a lady in disguise, her 
loveliness, the beautiful drawing and painting 
of the face, and the care bestowed on the treat- 
ment of her figure compensate for the weakness 
of the design and the “‘tintiness” of parts of 
the painting. Another picture by this painter, 
called The Foster Mother (263), has the weakness 
without the charm of its neighbour.—The Hard 
Times (105) of Mr. F. Slocombe represents a 
girl sitting half undressed on her bed, while she 
mends her tattered gown. She is miserable 
enough, and her surroundings are sad enough 
to make us regret that Mr. Slocombe chose so 
lugubrious a subject. The technique lacks re- 
search, clearness, and vivacity of handling.—A 
Cloudy Morning (125), a sea piece, though full 
of energy and movement, rich in colour, and in 
every respect self-sustained and expressive, is 
too obviously a “‘pot-boiler” to be worthy of 
Mr. H. Moore. It lacks finish and completeness. 

Drift Boats, Night (162), shows, in misty moon- 
light, Mount’s Bay boats with their nets down, 
and mast-head lamps in use. Very rough in 
painting, and slightly drawn, the work is ex- 

ressive, faithful to nature so far as it goes, and 
Cated with a fine pictorial sense which de- 
serves to be disciplined. It is by Mr. W. Ayrest 
Ingram, whose work we have noticed before.— 


by Mr. T. C. Gotch, representing Sir W. Drake, 
an accomplished connoisseur, seated in his 
‘*sanctum,” surrounded by books, pictures, 
and bric-d-brac, is touched with extreme tact and 
spirit. The design of the figure and the like- 
ness are excellent ; but the workmanship lacks 
neatness, delicacy, clearness of colour, and real, 
not apparent finish.—A row of children, by 
A. M. Rossi, called Little Anglers (188), be- 
cause they are perched on piles and fish in the 
sea in sunlight, is painty and lacks fine, learned 
touches. It is, however, so good that it ought to 
have been much better. We like some of the 
figures and the general design. — Mr. C. P. 
Knight’s At the End of October (211), a picture of 
a sunny autumn evening, is at once delicate and 
warm. We prefer it in these respects to the 
somewhat commonplace effect of the same 
artist’s Under Pendennis Castle (246), the pier 
of piles, craft alongside the quay, the fortress 
on the point above, the whole being shown in 
bright, full light and in the lustre of clear calm 
air. Itis a little hard. Though carefully and 
ably painted, many parts are in need of search- 
ing study, especially in the shadows and half 
tints. These tints are monotonously displayed, 
and the aspectof the picture, a charmingly bright 
and clear work, suffers accordingly. Brilliant 
as it is, this landscape is in need of breadth 
and variety of tones suited to the atmosphere 
in front; the distance is deficient in clearness 
and gradation. . 

Besides the above, the gallery contains pictures 
by MM. de Breanski, J. B. Burgess, Val Davis, 
H. Goodwin, H. G. Herkomer, A. J. Lewis, 
and E. Parton, upon which we need not dwell, 
because they appear to be indifferent or worse 
than indifferent. But we must not omit to praise 
the pretty and highly spirited group in terra- 
cotta, of a cat and kittens, called Happy and 
Proud (279), by Mrs. A. M. Chaplin. 





NOTES FROM ROME, 


I sPpoKE in my last letter of the work of 
destruction now going on in Rome, especially 
as regards the Renaissance and the modern 
villas. To give additional evidence to the exact- 
ness of my statements I may simply add that 
since that letter was written the following monu- 
ments have been condemned to disappear, and 
the sentence is being executed with great speed : 
1. The Palace of Sixtus V., near S. Maria 
Maggiore, designed by Domenico Fontana, and 
painted by Cesare Nebbia, together with what 
is left of the Montalto Gardens. The palace is 
especially interesting from its historical associa- 
tions. It is related that Cardinal Montalto was 
deprived by Gregory XIII. of his appointments, 
on the plea that no cardinal could have built 
such a house without large means at his disposal. 
Young Fontana, who was at the same time 
contractor and architect of the future Pope, 
advanced the money for the completion of 
the building, an act of generosity which was 
magnificently recompensed by Sixtus V. after 
his accession to the Pontifical throne. This pro- 

rty has been sold to a building company by 
its last owner, Principe di S. Faustino. 2. 
The Villa Sciarra on the Janiculum, the late 
residence of the Grand Dukes Sergius and Paul 
of Russia. This beautiful property occupied 
the northernmost portion of the Guindions of 
Ceesar, and is crossed from one end to the other 
by the walls of Aurelian, which ought to com- 
mand respect at least for their connexion with 
the defence of Rome by Garibaldi in 1849. The 
villa has been sold by Prince Sciarra to the 
same company which has destroyed the Villa 
Ludovisi. 3. The gardens laid out by 
Monsignor Colozzio, afterwards the property 
of the Del Bufalo family, together with the 
magnificent ts, ee designed and painted 
in chiaroscuro by Polidoro da Caravaggio. These 

ardens, which were bounded by the Vie del 
Weamarea> and Del Bufalo, are now crossed by 


house. The frescoes, well known from the en. 
on by Volpato, have been removed to the 
apitol. 4. The historical house desi 
rebuilt, and inhabited by Pietro Barrettini dg 
Cortona at the foot of the Ara Coeli on the Vig 
della Pedacchia, now called the Via di Giulio 
Romano. The name of Pedacchia has been 
considered to come from a corruption of “ ad 
pedem arcis.” This is not correct. In the house 
of Pietro da Cortona there is an architrave in. 
scribed with the name of Giovanni P i 
and it is evident that the district was named 
from the aristocratic family which preceded 
Pietro in the possession of the place. 5, The 
lovely Ponte Rotto, or Ponte di Santa Mari 
so well known as one of the jewels of the 
Tiberine scenery. The bridge is to be knocked 
down because they say it prevents the waters 
of the river from running towards the sea! It 
will be superseded by a cast-iron structure of 
the purest American type. 

The triangular space of ground between the 
Via Salaria, the Via Pinciana, and the walls of 
Rome was occupied in former times by a military 
burial-ground, specially used for the men be- 
longing to the Cohortes Preetorianz and Urbane, 
The fact was known from discoveries made in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, within 
the vineyards then belonging to Conte Pel- 
lucchi and the Dominican friars. A gentleman 
whose name is becoming known and appreci 
Cav, Cesare Bertoni, having recently p 

the whole triangle of ground, and having by 
mere accident made an important discovery, is 
now engaged in excavating regularly a consider- 
able portion of his property, with the view of 
leaving permanently exposed the monuments 
which it contains. The best, the largest, and the 
most important yet brought to light is a round 
marble mausoleum, not less than 104 ft. in dis 
meter and 326 ft. in circumference. Althoughit 
cannot by any means be compared in size to the 
mausoleums of Augustus and Hadrian, yet it ex- 
ceeds by 20 ft. the diameter of the tomb of Ozeilia 
Metella on the Appian Way. The Bertoni mav- 
soleum was evidently designed and built under 
the architectural impressions of that of Augustus, 
of which it is the contemporary. It consi 
in accordance with its prototype, of a 
basement, crowned with an elegantl 
cornice, and of a conical hill of earth, which was, 
of course, planted with trees, nat likely with 
cypresses and weeping willows. e inate i 
ee the Via Salaria is 16} ft. long and 10% 
high. It is most exquisitely engraved on lat 
blocks of Carrara marble, the joints of w 

it is almost impossible to discover, so perfectly do 
they fit into each other. The inscription speaks 
of two members of an equestrian family, on 
already buried, the other expecting to be buna 
in the mausoleum. The name of the first ® 
Lucilia Pella, daughter of Marcus Lucilius; the 
other, who built this enormous monument 
ing his lifetime, is Marcus Lucilius Petus, 
brother of Polla.

The fact ths 
no higher honours are mentioned shows that 
his burial-place was built when he was still 
young, and at the beginning of his 
career. The discovery of this mausoleum 
especially important because it gives a clue ® 
the rather obscure topographical history of this 
suburban district. Ancient writers mention 
Vie Salarie, the Vetus and the Nova, but great 
controversy exists as to the identification of 
both. There is no doubt that great on

One of these hypo- 
is built in the shape of a columbarium, 
with rows of loculi on three sides. Another 
room was built right against the inscription of 
Lucilius Psetus, and the letters were covered 
with stucco, and the whole chamber painted in a 
rough style. Another peculiarity of this district 
is that the Christian catacombs wind under the 
Via Salaria, from one side to the other; and this 
apparent illegality cannot be explained except 
by admitting a change in the direction of the 
road. Among the other antiquities found by 
Cav. Bertoni, the most noticeable is the tomb- 
stone of a youth named Caius Vetilius Euhodus. 
He is said to have been buried ap NvcEM (at 
the walnut tree), and this must be the ancient 
denomination of the district now owned by the 
above-named gentleman. On the opposite side of 
the Via Salaria lies the Vigna Carcano, recently 
bought by a building company. In laying the 
foundations of the first house a very important 
catacomb has been rediscovered after its first 
inspection by Monsignor Bottari at the be- 
ginning of the last century. Here also much 
hayoc has been perpetrated, but there is great 
hope of saving the best portion of the ts, 
the name of which was Coemeterium S. Felici- 
tatis ad Maximum. A little further from the 
city, on the same road, another catacomb, not 
yet officially identified, has been found under 
the properties of Signore Praga and of the pious 
Princess Odescalchi. A third catacomb, of 
in doubtful denomination, has been discovered, 
and half destroyed, in the Vigna Pecchia, on the 
east side of the public cemetery of S. Lorenzo 
fuori le Mura. Before leaving this region, and 
more especially the military burial-ground be- 
tween the Pinciana and Salaria, I have to record 
other finds made by Signor A. Fellini, not far 
from the gate of the Villa Albani. In clear- 
ing the ground for the building of his house he 
has discovered a group of sarcophagi, of no 
especial value except one, which has a most 
remarkable inscription. In fact, the inscriptions 
are two: one, engraved on the body itself of the 
sarcophagus, mentions the name of a little girl, 
Publia Alia Proba, daughter of a captain of 
the ninth battalion of the Preetorians ; the other, 
which for a long time defied interpretation, is 
engraved on the rim of the cover, and contains 
these three words: PETRO LILLVTI * PAVLO. 
The epitaph is absolutely genuine and antique. 
Ihave examined it with Profs. De Rossi, Momm- 
sen, and Jordan, and they all agree that it 
belongs to the end of the second or the be- 
ginning of the third century of ourera. The 
best explanation given is that it mentions a 
person (most likely Christian) who used the 
name Petrus as gentilicium, Paulus as cognomen, 
and who was the son of Lillutus, however bar- 
baric this last name may sound. In other words, 
the epitaph may be translated “to Peter Paul, 
son of Lillutus.” As far as I recollect, the names 
of the two apostles appear in only one other 
epitaph, discovered at Ostia in January, 1867, 
and illustrated by De Rossi in the Bullettino 
ano of that year, p. 6. The tombstone 
been put up by M. Annzeus Paulus to his 
ton M. Annzous Paulus Petrus. This singular 
‘sociation of the names of the two apostles 
with that of Annzus (Seneca), the philosopher 
friend of Paul, is, perhaps, less difficult to 
‘xplain than the half-barbaric mixture on the 
stone of Porta Salara. © Ropotro LANCIANI.

Tue eminent Austrian architect, Herr A. von 
Schwendenmein, who took a large part in the 
decoration of the capital, has died at Vienna. 


In a recent resolution the Government of 
India have urged on the local governments the 
desirability of encouraging the study of epi- 
graphy.

e of the Sacred Harmonic Society’s 
concert yesterday week committed an error 
of judgment in including in one perform- 
ance three such works as Bennett’s ‘ Woman 
of Samaria,’ Saint-Saéns’s 19th Psalm, and 
Beethoven’s ‘Mount of Olives.’ Lengthy 
concerts conduce to weariness alike in audi- 
ences and performers, and are therefore ob- 
jectionable in every sense. In pasing SP 
first of the above-named works at the head 
of their scheme for the present season the 
Sacred Harmonic Society were probably 
actuated by a desire to make tardy repara- 
tion for eighteen years’ neglect. Into the 
causes which led to this neglect there is no 
occasion to enter. It has been repaired and 
an act of justice thereby done to an eminent 
English composer. But it was more than 
ever apparent last week that ‘The Woman 
of Samaria’ is not likely to take a prominent 
place among sacred works intended for the 
concert-room. Its want of variety and 
dramatic interest was noticed at the time of 
its production at Birmingham in 1867, and 
public taste has considerably changed—or, 
as some would say, retrograded—since then. 
It is difficult to see how a composer could 
have considered it wise to set to music 
the narrative in John iv. The refined 
beauty of the music must be gladly ad- 
mitted, but it cannot be denied that as a

The psalm of M. Saint-Saéns, originally 
composed to the Latin text, was performed 
to an English adaptation by the Rev. J. 
Troutbeck. It is not a recent work of the 
French composer, but it had not hitherto 
been performed in this country. M. Saint- 
Saéns is a musician of wide sympathies, but 
from the point of view of abstract effect he 
was not well advised to affect the early eigh- 
teenth century style, as he has done in the 
first portion of this psalm. The guise does 
not suit him, and is suggestive of a carica- 
ture rather than a serious imitation. Per- 
haps he felt this, for later on he throws off 
the antique method and speaks in the 
manner of his own epoch. No. 8, a sestet, 
and No. 9, a mezzo-soprano solo, are in the 
best style of modern French sacred music. 
We may also mention a chorus ‘‘And re- 
joiceth as a giant,” in which the basses and 
drum maintain a tonic pedal throughout ; 
a duet for sopranos, ‘‘ The law of the Lord,” 
accompanied by solo violin, viola, and harp; 
and a quartet for baritones, ‘ Right are the 
statutes,” as displaying originality of idea 
if not of treatment. In the performance of 
Beethoven’s work the literal translation was 
used in place of the old version, in which 
Christ’s words are placed in the mouth of 
an evangelist ; but by some oversight this 
last was printed in the programme, a mis- 
hap which ought not to have occurred. 
With regard to the rendering of the various 
works it may be said that, on the whole, 
Mr. W. H. Cummings justified the confi- 
dence reposed in him by the council of the 
Society. The choruses were interpreted in 
a most praiseworthy manner, and if we are 
not mistaken the choir has undergone con- 
siderable revision since last season. If the 
orchestra was less satisfactory, the cause is 
not far to seek. Mr. Cummings is an ex- 
cellent musician, and will without doubt 
quickly establish a perfect understanding 
between himself and the whole of the force 
under his control. Among the principals 
the highest commendation is due to Miss 
Annie Marriott, Miss Hilda Wilson, and 
Mr. Lloyd. 
The second Brinsmead Symphony Concert 
had a ee Dy which for diversity of 
interest could not have been more attractive. 
The classical school was represented by Bee- 
thoven’s ‘ Eroica’ Symphony, which received 
an energetic interpretation under Mr. George 
Mount. It was not an ideal performance, 
but except to hypercritical listeners it must 
have left a fairly satisfactory impression. 
The best effort of the orchestra, however, 
was in a delicately written movement of 
Massenet, entitled ‘ Le Dernier Sommeil de 
la Vierge,’ from the French composer’s work 
‘La Vierge,’ which was played with extreme 
delicacy and expression. Excellent artist as 
she is, Miss Zimmermann was scarcely heard 
to advantage in Rubinstein’s Third Piano- 
forte Concerto inc, a work more suitable for 
a virtuoso of the composer’s calibre than a 
pianist whose greatest charm lies in the 
classical refinement of her method. It is, 
therefore, to Miss Zimmermann’s credit that 
she created a favourable impression, more 
especially in the first movement, which is 
musically the most interesting of the con- 
certo. Goldmark’s overture ‘Sakuntala,’ 
which opened the concert, illustrates a 
romantic Hindoo legend, and is a spirited 


ing the highest order of genius, but pic- 
turesque and well worthy of the com- 
poser of ‘Die Lindliche Hochzeit.’ The 
last item in the programme was also a 
novelty, and, if the term may be used with- 
out offence, a curiosity, being a concert over- 
ture by Mr. Edwin Ould, an English musician 
whose name is familiar to those who read 
the lists of the orchestral performers at our 
leading concerts. The work may be regarded 
as curious because it was composed no fewer 
than twenty-six years ago, but had never 
been performed until Saturday evening. 
Regarded in the proper light, it is an 
early effort of a gifted musician who, 
perhaps for want of encouragement and 
opportunity, abandoned the idea of becoming 
a composer. This is to be regretted, for in 
spite of some crudeness the overture con- 
tains evidence of considerable talent. The 
vocalist of the evening was Mdlle. Marie de 
Lido, who was less successful in Mendels- 
sohn’s ‘Infelice’ than in the soprano air 
from ‘The Sleeping Beauty,’ which she 
sang With much expression. Mr. Wilhelm 
Ganz will conduct the third concert next 
Saturday, when M. Saint-Saéns will play 
one of his own pianoforte concertos. 

At the Saturday Popular Concert Miss 
Agnes Zimmermann introduced Grieg’s 
Pianoforte Concerto in £ minor, Op. 7, for 
the first time. The works of the Norwegian 
composer are not numerous, but they are 
all impressed with individual traits, and 
this sonata is full of touches which show 
the hand of a Scandinavian musician. It 
is more noteworthy for the characteristic 
beauty of the themes than for structural 
cleverness. With the exception of the last 
movement there is little or no development, 
and—what is somewhat rare—we feel that 
the composer might have made his work 
longer with advantage. Still the sonata is 
a welcome addition to the repertory, and it 
was charmingly played. The other works 
in the programme were Mozart’s Quartet 
in G, No. 1, Corelli’s Violin Sonata in p, 
and Mendelssohn’s Trio in c minor. Mr. 
Santley was the vocalist. 

On Monday the first item was Dvorak’s 
Quartet in £ flat, Op. 51, a work that 
greatly improves on acquaintance. We 
still think that after the very characteristic 
“dumka” (elegy) the composer should 
have given a movement of the scherzo 
type, which he knows so well how to write, 
instead of the romance; but as a whole 
the quartet must be numbered among his 
most strikingly original creations. Mr. 
Max Pauer may be commended for choosing 
Weber’s Sonata in c rather than one or 
more of those trifling pieces which pianists 
too often prefer at the present time, but his 
rendering of the work was not altogether 
satisfactory. The moto continuo was well 
played, but in the other movements there 
was a want of breadth which was not con- 
cealed by playing octaves where the com- 
poser has written single notes. The works 
of the great masters need intellectuality 
as well as sound technique. Miss Liza 
Lehmann created a moderately favourable 
impression as the vocalist. 

As the inauguration of a new enterprise 
the concert of the London Select Choir may 
be numbered among the important events

81. GrorGe’s HaLL.—Fifth Entertainment of the Brown- 
ing Society. ‘Colombe’s Birthday,’ Drama in Five Acts. 
By Robert Browning. 


Few lovers of literature or the drama will 
be other than grateful for the chance of ob- 
taining such illumination as acting can cast 
upon a play like ‘ Colombe’s Birthday.’ Few 


also, when such illumination is afforded 
under the only conditions at present possible, 
will apply too critical a standard to the 


general representation. A minority will 
always maintain that a great play—a great 
acting play even —is best studied in the 
closet. To the average intellect, however, 
a play most commends itself through a com- 
petent interpretation. From the least satis- 
factory representation of a great work some 
light is generally to be obtained, and there 
are few who, having witnessed the opening 
Scenes of a Shakspearean comedy, can tear 
themselves away before the delivery of the 





epilogue. The natural result of a perform- 
ance of ‘ Colombe’s Birthday’ is to bring to 
light many beauties which have escaped the 
attention of some readers at least. The 
characters stand out with more recognizable 
traits ; the contrast between the cold homage 
of Prince Berthold and the passionate adora- 
tion of Valence is more keenly felt, and the 
character of Colombe of Ravestyn gains in 
beauty and consistency. So close study have 
the works of Mr. Browning received at the 
hands of his admirers, these impressions, put 
forth merely as individual, may have been 
wanting in many cases. Few, however, 
will dispute that the play, though dramatic 
in ee is at least not dramatic as a whole, 
and that an art-loving public is necessary 
to render it acceptable upon the stage. To the 
cultivated play goer the absence of stage artifice 
is a recommendation rather than thecontrary, 
and the simplicity of the action has a charm 
of its own. There is, however, no corre- 
sponding simplicity of language; the inverted 
forms of expression are difficult to follow 
readily, and render the signification fre- 
quently nebulous, to use no stronger word. 
‘Colombe’s Birthday’ is, in fact, less dra- 
matic than ‘A Blot in the ’Scutcheon.’ The 
early acts are wearisome, and the language 
—always thoughtful and often beautiful and 
appropriate—of the later scenes is wanting 
in dramatic grip. 

On the whole, the representation afforded 
was competent. The piece was well mounted, 
and the dresses and decorations were judi- 
cious and adequate. Mr. R. de Cordova as 
Gaucelme was especially picturesque; Mr. 
G. R. Foss as Guibert the Marshal acted 
and spoke with commendable earnestness 
and intelligence; and Mr. Leonard S. Out- 
ram as Valence, Mr. B. Webster as Prince 
Berthold, and Mr. Bernard Gould as Mel- 
chior were acceptable. A certain amateurish 
quality in certain of the performances was 
easily forgiven. In Miss Alma Murray, 
meanwhile, the Browning Society have  M 
tained a delightful representative of Colombe. 
The distinction, the earnestness, and the ten- 
derness of the character were all expressed, 
and the performance was throughout. grace- 
ful and poetical. That the play was received 
with marked favour needs not be said. An 
experiment of the kind attempted, however, 
which can in no sense be regarded as an 
appeal to a general public, is interesting 
rather than conclusive.

THE RED BULL PLAYHOUSE IN THE KEIGN 
OF JAMES I. 


CotiieR in his annals of the stage (‘ History 
of Dramatic Poetry,’ i. 330) refers to the un- 
certainty which exists as to the date when this 
playhouse had its beginning. Among the records 
of the Court of Requests I have lately noticed 
two documents which afford a clue to the source 
whence information upon this point is likely to 
be obtained. One of the documents is an order 
of the Court made in the suit of Woodford versus 
Holland, and bearing date May 15th, 11 
James I, (1613); the other a final decree in 
the same cause, dated June 23rd following. By 
the former the complainant, Thomas Woodford, 
gent., sought to recover an eighteenth share of 
the profits of this playhouse from one Aaron 
Holland, whereupon two counsel were deputed 
by the Court to examine the parties, and, if they 
could, decide the matter before the ensuing 
Trinity Term. The other document is unfortu- 
nately much damaged by damp, still not to so 
great an extent but that the gist of it can be 
made out, and we gather therefrom that the 
defendant Holland had leased the said share to 
one Philip Stone, gent., for fifty shillings per 
annum, with a clause of forfeiture for non-pay- 
ment; which lease Stone had since assigned to 
the complainant, who having failed to pay a 
quarter’s rent, 12s. 6d., the defendant claimed 
to take advantage of the forfeiture. The de- 
fendant (it a ay had expressed himself in 
his answer willing, if the complainant would 
satisfy his just demands, to make a new lease 
of the said share to Woodford in his own name, 
which arrangement the Court deemed equitable, 
and ordered the defendant to execute such new 
deed, or suffer a penalty of 300/. 

From the foregoing it will be readily per- 
ceived, I think, that if we could see the bill of 
complaint which was the foundation of this suit 
there would doubtless be found in it consider- 
able material for illustrating the early history of 
the Red Bull playhouse. It js, therefore, cause 
for much regret that the present condition of 
that special class of the records of the Court of 
Requests renders it very unlikely that the docu- 
ment in question will be available for many 

ears yet to come. This particular bill might 
be sought for in any of forty huge bundles, each 
containing probably six or seven hundred docu- 
ments of various and widely differing dates. 

I now give the text of the order referred to 
above, which occurs in the Court of Requests 
Books, vol. 26, fo. 780, and is dated May 15th, 
11 James I. [1613] :—
